But One that 
we reade of (it One )in his Daycs that was to be compared to him, 
No wonder if wherf tech a man be humbled God takes notice of 
him, But will Godregard the Humiliations of otter Afey, Men 
t:arare nat of ſuch rare and extraordinary holinctie, when they are 
humbled will God take notice of them ? 1 will give you but two 
x. tances more toconlider of, for the prooke and dluſtration of 
ctug point, and judge by them. 

My firſt InStance is of Rehoboam, who certainly was noneof 
the bit men : nay,as farreas we can rake his CharaFter by all 
that Scripuue ipeakes of him firſt and laſtyhe was a very bad man. 
t or it is laid of hum in the 2 Chron. 12,7, that be ſ6rſooke the Law 
of the Lord, he and all Iſracl With him. And if you would 
know what was the degree and.meaſure ob their wickedineſſe,how 
tarre he and his people had forlaken the Law of the Lord; looke in 
I Kings 14-22, 23, 24. and reade what their wickedneſe was. 
end 7udab did evill in the fight of the Lord, and they provoke 4 
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him to jealouſie With their finnes Which they had commuted, 
above all that their fathers bad done. For they alſs built them 
bigh places and images aud groves on every high bill, and under 
every greene tree, And there Were alſs Sodomites in the land, 
and they dig according to all the abominations of the nations 
which the Lord ca#t out before the Children of Iſrael. Theſe 
finnes withina very few yeares abter Rehoboams comming to the 
Crowne had made them ripe for the judgement of the tword : 
tor ſo 2 Chrsn.12.2. In the fifth yeere of Rehoboam King of }u- 
dah, Shiſhak, king of Egypt came up againſt Jeruſalem, becauſe 
they had tranſgreſſed againſt the Lord. The terrour of this in» 
raflon is ſuch as Kehoboam and his Princes cannoc buc humble 
themſelves, Wherexpon the Princes of 1/racl and the King hum- 
bled themſelves, and they ſaid, The Lord « righteous. ver. 6. 
Now doth the Lord a Humiliations, becauſe they had 
been an idolatrous, , wretched ? No reade and 
wonder at the goodneie of our Ged: towards humbled ſinners, 
ver.7. eAnd When the Lord ſaw that they bumbled themſelves; 
{lo then God tooke notice of this even in theſe) the Word of the 
Lord came to Shemaiah,ſaying,T bey have humbled themſelves, 
theretore I will not deſtroy chem, but I will give thems ſome deli- 
verance,and my Wrath ſhall not be poured ont wpon Jeruſalem, by 
the hand of Shiſhak, And becauſe would have us. take 

notice of this hus re{pet unto their Humiliations, the holy Ghoſt 
mentions it againe in the 1 2. verſe, And When be humbled bim- 
ſelf, the Wrath of the Lord turned away from him, that he Would 
not deſtroy bim altogether : and alſs in Judah things Went Well. 
God did not ouly deliver him out of his preſent danger, but pro- 
{pered all the affaircs of his Kingdome in his handzand yet certain- 


ly he (even after this his Humiliation) none of the belt men,as we- 


may colle& from that Cenlure, which after this the Lord leaves 
of him. ver.14. And be did evill,becanſe he prepared not bis bears 
10 /eche the Lord. 

My next Inſtance.ſhall be of a 3a» who-wasdo farre from ha- 
ay thing of Pety at all in hin, that be was a man of the 
malt tranſcendent 7mpierty that ar wages dra ar was. King 
Ahab is the man : Doe bur remember the holy Ghoſt ſaich 
of him. It is ſaid 3 Kings 16. __ bat Abab did evil in the habe 
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of the Lord, above all that Were before him. and ver. 33. he di 
more to provoke the Lord God of Iſrael to anger, then all the 
Kings of iſrael that Were before him. and in's Kings 21.25 Bu 
there Was none like to Abab &c.None of all that went before him 
or came after him hike to him in wickednefle, Therg were rwew- 
ry Kings in Ifracl trom the time that the ten Tribes revolted from 
the houle of D avid, to the time-rhar God removed chemvour of 
his fght. Of chele rwenty Kings there was only Ove good,fehs, 
And yct his Inreeritie may be doubted coo. Bur the other nimerees 
were all wicked,and yet not Ove among them all ro be compared 
to Ahab, Burt there Was none like unto Abab. An Oppreſſour 
he was, anda moreherer, and an idolater, und a perſccater of 
that holy T-wth which God had plexrifully revealed co him by his 
Prophet r,and power filly confirmed to him by miracles,and mere 
cifally fought to endcare to him by many gratious drliverances, 
T here were not ſach Prophets in 1fracl in any Kmgs daycs as were 
in his : Nor ſuch marackcs wrought asin his : Nor bad. any King 
more glorious Victorics and Deliverances,and Providences mani 
tc {ted rownrds him then he had : and theretore in all l;kchihood 
he was an 9b ſtinare ſinner, and as tome thinke very neere the (m1 
2g1nſt the holy Ghoſt.

So here, 1/Facl hath 
ſmnea, and which is —_ they have ir anſpreſſed my Covenan : 
and yet worle, they have even taken of the accurſed rhing: 11d wor- 
fer yet, they have a/ſs ſtolen : and worle ſtill, they have alſo diſ- 
ſembled, and they have put it even among the Stauffe, According to 
this forme God drawes up a Chege and Inditement again 
D avid, Sam. 12 7,8. Thus ſaith the Lord God of [{racl, 1 ancin- 
red thee K ing over Iſrael, and 1 delivered thee out of the band of 
Saul, And / gave thee thy Aafters howſe, and thy Matters Wives 
into thy boſome, and gave thee the benſe of !ſrarl, and the bouſe of 
Judah, and if that had been too little, I Would moreover have given 
wito thee ſuch andſurb things. Whereſore haſt thaw deſpiſed the 
Commandement of the Lord, to dee eunll in bis ſight ?

_ Uriah the Hittite With the [werd: and haſt taken his Wifs ta be 
thy Wife, and baſt ſlaine hias With the ſmord of the children of Am- 
mon, How forcly doth God charge this finncupon his Deareſt 
Favewite, King David in the depth of its Horrour,t wice 
telling him, T how baſt killed, how baſt arm. In the Height of its 
Rebellion agatoſt God, Than haſt defþiſed the ('ommuandement of 
the Lord. In the fulneſſe of that violence it off:red to all the 
mercies of God. / enoixzed thee, and I delivered thee, and I gave 
thee; and wherefore baſt thou deſpiſed, &c? It may be long ere 
God comes to make this charge ; But when he doth he will do 
it to purpoſe, P/al. 50 21.

Apoſtacy from God: from thinking cither that there 1s no God, —_— 
or that the God whorh they have commended their cauſe unto 
is a God that cannot, will not fuccour them; a thing that the 
Nature of man is very ſubje& to; you may remember what is 
faid of King Abaz, 2 Chron,28.23. Ahaz facrificed to the Gods 
of Damaſcus Which ſmate him, and ſaid, becauſe the Gods of the 
Kings of Syria help them, therefore I Will ſacrifice unto their Gods, 
that they may helpe me ay There is a Root of this Atheiſme and 
Impiety inthe heart of every man, And ſuch as God doth not 
teach to reade the cauſe of their defeats in themfclves, are ready 
to thinke the enemies cauſe, Religion, God to be the better, Now 
that his people may be preſerved from this , Cod will have 
them know that vheir ſounc is the canſe of their Diſaſters. 

And ſecondly, God will have them take notice of this, oo 
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they may with the more quietneſſe ſubmit to theſe diſpenfati» 
ons of God, and fay, The Lerdi4righteoms. That they may not 
murmure,repine, nor be too querulous at ſuch a time as this;

No,no: who hath not heard 
of the di/appointment at the Yiſes, where a glarious victory llipt 
out of our hands when we were al:noſt poil:{t of it, The lofls 
of Briſtell, The raiſing of the Sizge at Newerke, I know the 
mention of theſe things may expoſc us ta the ſcorne of our 
enemies; And let thein ſcorne us, to we may give glary ta our 
God. But have we in theſe difaſters taken notice of our ixncs 
as the Cauſes of them ? Nathing lefſe. Men that are not led by 
Principles of Jud 3ement and Canſcence, but by ſucce(ſ: ; that 
doc not owne the cauf= fur it ſclte, they apon ſuch Providences 
as theſe are ready to defcrt it, and take over to the enemics. 
And ethers are rcady totmpute it to Cowardizc or carclcfac(l:, 
or tal{hood or treachery, to ſomething or other in thoſe wha 
are the in{iruments of managing the bulinefle, as it there were 
not thoſe finncs among us that might provoke the Lord to 
crofle the endeavours of the moi able and taithtull Inſtruments, 
Antoninua Phi. as 1t we could all fiy with tha! Roamane Emperour, Nox fic Deas 
loſopbias: ut re- colmmus, ant fic Viuummns net ue nos vinceret. We have not (o (cr= 
ks ata'-  VedGod, nordoc weſolive as that fuch an enenue Fhould over» 
dis Caſly, = Evmeus. Weſtill cry out of Treachery, Treachery, and accuſe 
" others. But O how feware the menthat upon ſuch occaſi- 
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ons as theſe enter into their Chambers,and there berween Goa 


and their foules inquire and ſay, What have I done ? 
Ur nemo in ſeſe tentat deſcendere, Neme 


The Lord bearkened and heard, but no man ſoake aright, No 


man repented him of his evill deeds, ſaying, What have I done ? 


There is indeed an opinion, That Belcevers, the Children of 


&od ought not to thinke that their finnes have any influence 
intothe Juigements that are upon a people. A /ante peruey- 
ting, a Land deſtroying opinion it is ; The Lord preferve ws from 
it, I am fure David was not of this opinion : Ze, 7 have fenned, 
and ] have done Wickedly, faith Daved » 2 Saw. 24, when Iiracl 
was conſumed by the Peſtilence, and the Spirit faith expreſſcly 
2 Chron. 32.25, That for the finne of Hezekiah, and fir the 
pride of his heart came Wrath upon him and wpon ail Jeruſalem : 
And yet David was a Belcever and a Child of God, Hezehiab 
was a Beleever anda Child of God, If Hezckiah to his former 
pride that brought wrath _=_ Jeruſalem, had added this far ther 
Pride to thinke that his fin bad not at all provoked that wrath, 
becauſe He was a Beleever, a jwitified Perſon, & what a provocs- 
tion wonld that have beenc ; The Lord deliver all his. people 
from /uch pride of heart: it is too badout of a lightnefſe and 
carck ſneſfc of ſpirit not totake notice of our (innes t© our Dif- 
afters: But when this proceeds from an opinion, from a tixed 
Principle of Judgement and Reafon, This makes it much 
worſe, 

Inthe ſecond place, 7s it the will of God that bus people ſhowld 
take notice of their ſinnes in rhe diſaſters of rheir armics? Then | be= 
feech you, let ns labour ro doe this will of God zi and as beforeT 
called you to take noticeof the Blow,to be ſenfible of that do let 
me now call yoato take notic-of the fn, and the Lers.oelp us. 
that we.may be /enſble of that. 

The Lord fpeakes to us in'this Diſaſter as he did here to 7o- 
Pra: 1ſract hath ſinned. But'who {hall give usaparticatur dif- 
covery of the finne or ſmnes that arc the eauſcot rhis Diſiider Þ 
we cannot goc and. as Faſtwa did bere,. or as Sawl: did, x Sew, 
14.38. caſt the lotthat we'may-knowarntfee where the ſmne 
kath been, he rhepractiart mr Hoehpowe'h tis and Veba oak 
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to Whom the month of the Lord hath ſpoken,that he may declare it, fir 
What the land periſpeth ? Jer.9.12, Oh that we could diſcover it, 
It is a Diſcovery that might more advantage England then the 
Diſcovery of 2s much Treaſure as is in both the /n4ves. It might 
be the faving of the reſt of our Armies, of the Cauſe, and therein 
ofeAll, What may we think the (inne,the cauſe of this Dif 
aſterto be? I will tellyou what we may not thinke it to be, 
We may net, we mni? not thinke that there is ſoune in the founda- 
tion of the Aion, That the Groxn4 and cauſc of the Warre is 
unjuſt and full, becauſe of this Di/aFter: no morethen loſoud't 
here,or the Benjamites, Iudg.20, nothough God ſhould frowne 
yet further upon us, and breake us with breach upon breach. 
We muſt yet ſay as the Church,P/4/.44.17,18,19. eAl thi « 
Come wpon #4; yet havg We not forgotten thee, nor dealt falſly in thy 
Covenant, Our heart is not twrned back : neither have owr ſteps des 
clined from thy Way. Though thou haſt ſore broken u4 in the place of 
Dragons, and covered us With the ſhadow of Death, Never repent 
that we have imbarqu*d our ſelves in the quarrel! ; for the (tinne 
lics not in the cauſe ut ſelf-, But where then? 1 profc(& fin- 
ccrely I cannct tell you where : if [ could I durſt not bc ſo un- 
faithfullto God, to yowr ſoudes, to the Kingdome, as to con» 
ccalc it ; All that I can fay is, That as God 1a this his Provi- 
dence bath frowned upon not onely owr Armies, but the Parlia- 
ment, the City, and the Whole Well-affefted Party both Aſiniſters 
and People, fo eAll kave ſinned: and poſlibly all our (innes have 
an influence into this calamity that is now upon us. And there- 
forclct Al of us, Pa liement-men, Commanders, Souldiers, Citi» 
zens, Minifters, People, All of us, 6 let us ſcarch our ſclvcs, and 
enquire in our fererall Orbes and ARivitics what our wayes 
have been,that ſo,if poſſible, we may find out what and where 
this ſinne is, 

There isa ſpirit in man which is as the Candle cf the Lord 
ſcarching the innermoſt parts of the belly, Prov, 20. 27, that 
conſulted with will diſcover hidden things. Now thcrefore 
every one of you conſult your owne ſpirits. 

And fiſt, yow that are Members of the Honourable Houſes of 
Parliamen; (tor I mult ſpeake to you; God and your ſelves have

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called me hither this day, to what end if not to ſpeake to , 
Oh how doe I fcare jcalt ſome ſinnes of yours as Fro 2 os 
influence into this D/after that is now upon us; ThisI am furs 
of, Parliament ſinnes, and finnes of Parliament men are great 
Provocatiens. Looke how much honour God hath put upon every 
One of yowlingly more then upoa others of your Ranks that are 
not Members of this Honowrable Body ; and looke how mech 
mere honour God bath put upon you joynly as a Parliament more 
then upon other Parliaments, ſo much the greater is your En- 
gagement unto God; and if you ſinne it is /o much the greater 
Provocation : © that you would cvcr remember ir, Was there 
ever Parliament that had ſo many Prayers, Deliverance; Wonders 
waiting upon it as yow ? Was there ever Parliament that had 
God ſo neere nnto then in all things ? © ſuch a Parliament ſhould 
as ( Ceſar laid ſometimes of his wife) be free not only 4 cups, 
[ed & a ſafpitione. Inthe Name of Teſas Chrift, whoſe Minifics 
1 am, and to whom I mult give account of the diſcharge of this 
dayes ſervice, I beſeceh you (Right Honourable) let this hand 
of God, (undzr which you arc met to humble your (clues 
this day,) cauſe cvery one of you ſeriouſly and impartially tore- 
view your waycs (not as men but as Parliament-men) com- 
mune every one with your owne hearts and ſay, hat bave I 
done ! How have I diſcharged the truſt that Ged and wes have 
committed tome? & remember God and man have entruſted 
you with that which is deareſt to them both, God hath en- 
truſted you with his Goſpel, with bis Glory, with the afiires of 
the K ingdome of his Sonne, with the welfare of that Church 
which be hath purchaſed With his owne Bloud, Men have entru- 
ſted you with their Eſtates, Liberties, Lives : & that theſe things 
were written uponthe wals of the Houſes where you daily ſit : 
as over the .gate of the Senate houſe in Rome was written, 
Ne quid Reſpublica detriments capiat, Let the Common- 
wealth receive no dammage.

Am I the man that have made 
uſe of the Power and Intereſt God hath given me in Parties 
ment, r9 14x aſide the right of a man, to ſubvery a man in his 
cauſe ; to oppreſie the righteous cauſe of an enemie, or ad- 
vance the unrighteous cauſe of a friend ; To obſtruFtor pervert 
that courſe of {tri and impartial! Juſtice, which God and man 
call for theexecution of ? Am I the man that havedriven my 
owne deſignes in publike ſervice ; that have made it my worke 
ra ſeeks preat things for my ſelfs , at ſuch atime as this, when 
God (:eres to be raking down Whar he had bwilt np and plnckgny up 
what he bid planted, and ſhouldeſt thou ſeek; great things for thy ſelfel 
Jcr.45. Am I the man,&c? Pardon me, Beloved, if I men» 
tion theſe particulars : your very friends that Love yew, Honenr 
you, Pray for you, that haveit in their hearts to live and to aye

and /aftice ſo fore-ſlowed, though where the fault is, we know

grudges and injurics could in 9time of common danger joyne 
their Counſels and forces together againſt rhe rommon exency, 
It i; time now, faith Ariftides, to lay by other contentions, and 
comend now who (hould do moſt good to his Native Country, 
But of all, the {ſpirit of that Romance Faknu putty qalde XMaxi- 


#4 was molt admirable, who being ad to a phce of 
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highe dignitic and command, to be Difator of the City of 
Rome, (an office of abſolute and unlimited Power.) met with 
the moſt unworthy and -undeſcrved atitronts and diſt _ 
ments, and overcame them with the. greateſt conſtancy to bis 
employments and counſels and faitkfubneſſe to bis (auſe and 
countrey that ever (almolt ) man did. Aftmnutiues the maſter cf 
the horſe (the next man in command to himſclfe,) firſt clancu» 
larly traducing him io the aray tor a heavy ſlothfull man,a man 
of no courage oradivity,only becauſe he was not fo precipitate 
and raſh to put all toa puſh as he would have hym, Then after 
daring publikely in the head of the _ to declaime againſt 
him, and make a ſpeech tending to no other end but to put the 
army into a mutiny, In Rome the peoplcare filled with prejs- 
dice againſt him by letters and rumours from the Army, XMerili- 
#5 one of the Tribuncs of the people makes a bitter inveRive 
againſt him in a ſolemne and publike audience. The Senate(the 
Parliament as it were) of Rome whercot himſclfe was a mem- 
ber will ſcarce hearc him with patience make his own defence, 
In concluſion things are brought to that pafic, that the Diftater 
is 1am non, put out of office. But contrary to all former Pre- 
ſident they make a Law that Adinxtins ſhall have equal} com- 
mand with him, and the ſupreme command tobe equally ſha» 
red between them both, Accordingly the Legions are divi- 
ded, Fabins hath one halfe and Adinwins the orher horſe and foot;

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publike good, ſwallowing up all other intereſts of Fattis, Honour, 
Priority, Power, Thelc —_—_—— in beathens, make me bluſh, 
Wonder tremble, Ss facinne Ethmics ar fama [M4 nomen Oxten- 
dart, quid agendum et Chriftianis ut in celeſti fibs gloria ſades ac- 
quirant ? 1t Heathens will doe thus much for a Bubble of waine- 


glory upon Earth : what ſhould (riſtians doc tor a Crowne of 


Glory in Heaven ? 
Or were I to ſpeake this day to the Miniſtry of England that 
are rightly affected to the glory of God and the Publike good: 1 
would intreat them to copfider with me, whether we may not 
teare that ſome of our former fins in the matter of Gods Day 
and Worſhip may at this time come in remembrance before 
the Lord (cſpecially ſecing we have been no more humbled for 
them?) and whether our preſent diviſions and difſentions, and 
the undue managing of them may not have an influence into 
our preſent calamitics?

The Lord grant it fall not out ſoto 
us. O that we could all of us both Miniſters and people re- 
member that vehement obteſtation of the Apoltle Paw, x Cor. 
1.10. Now 1 beſeech you brethren, by the Name of our Lord Jeſws 
{briſt, that ye all ſpeaks the ſame thing, and that there be no drmſrons 
among you, that you be per fetty joyned together in the ſame mind, 
and in the ſame judgement. Oh that at leaſt the advantage that 
redounds to our cnemics and diſadvantage to our ſelves from 
theſe our differences, might compoſe them for us. And that we 
would imitate Baſ/and Ewſebins,who perceiving the common 
adverſary the 4rriens,to improve a difference which was be» 
tween them to the prejudice of the Orthodox Churches, were 
ſoon reconciled : and imployed their united ſtrengths againit' 
thoſe enemics, But I digreſle too farre : to returne therefore to

Orelſc a Covenant may be faid to be the Covenant of God, 
per modum atteſtationis, when a Covenant (though made be- 
tweene two cquall partics) is yet made in the Newe of God,and 
in the Sight of God; God iscalled tobe a wirnefſeto it,and an « 
venger of the Breach of it, So in that Covenant that Leben 
made betweene himlſclfe and Jacob, Gen, 31.

A praying frame is in _— the faſhion of the 
times. Bur no particular fixed expreſſe mourning 
for ſuch'or ſuch cauſes,or con{equents,finnes or mi- 
ſeries. They howled. 

3. If onely for feare of evill. They pray indeed, 
bur it is whenthey are ready todrop into Hell,when 
they are on their beds of {ickneſſe, amd death, leſt 
they ſhould be damned. Y pox their beds. 

4. If it be onely for the baſer and earthly part of 
the mercy, for peace, that their perſons and eſtares 
may be ſafe for plenty,that they may have enough: 
They aſſemble themſelves, they troope together, 
come with the people of God to Faſts and publique 
humiliations, bur at is for corne and for wine. They 
took nv higher. 

5.It they walk not in the ſtrength oftheir prayers, 
endeavoring holineſſe afterward in the feare of God. 
They rebell againſt me. 

If this deſcription lay hold upon our ſpirits, and 
preſents to our view the ſtate of our hearts, here in 
this terrible aC is no croſling of our prayers, becauſc 
they proceeded from fained lips. 

3. This 
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3-This is my requeſt:Ler the iſſue, the conſequent, 
that followes upon my prayers, appeare to be thy 
worke, thatthy hand is in it, (be it what it will be) 
andI am ſatisfied, Let my ſentence come forth from 
thy preſence: Let that which js decreed upon for 
my prayer come from thee. So thar if God inables 
us to ſee his hand in this fad aR, it is according to 
our prayers : Can we bur ſee, that it is a ſentence 
came from Gods preſence ? this terrible doing then 


is our anſwer. 

4. Lerthe i hrneſſe of my heart be accepted, =>5: 
Let thy eyes bebola upright neſſ , and I am conten- 
red. It God doe any way evidence his acceptanceof 
our duty, to our ſpirits, we ſhall ſee and ſay, The du- 
ty and a day of prayer,and ſuch terrible conſequents 
may ſtand rogether,withour any intrenchment upon 
the righteouſneſſe of God : Goe thy way, cate thy Ecelcf.y 
meat with joy,and drinke thy wine with a cheerful heart, 
for God now accepteth thy worke. 

Thus this anſwer may be as we defire. 
2. According to our deſerts. 

If the anſwer be deſerved, then may God be righ- 
reous. Isthere not & cauſe why the moſt righreous 
God ſhould anſwer us by terrible things? Let me bere 
(according ro my method and manner ) difcover 
from Scripture , cauſes of the ſucceflelcſfe procee- 
dings of our Armies, and lay them down poſitively, 
kaving the particular application ro every mans 
heart. And I deduce them tothree heads,

1; The firſt from Haeg. r.Slackneſſe inthe work 
of Religion, in promdring the wayes of God, and 
eſtabliſhing hisrrurh : and more particularly, our 
not walking ſurably ro our conditions, our inſen- 
ſiblenefle on theſe dayes of humiliation. Np man put 
on his beſt aray, ſaith God of Iſrael. Wee are an un- 
humbled people. Many 'cleare evidences whereof 
{befides others) are our unſeaſonable-— feafts. 

z. Careleſneſle in keeping, and dealing with de- 
linquents. 1 KinT.20.43. Beeauſe thou haſt let 7oe out 
of thy hand the man of my curſe, whom I have devoted to 
defiruttion, thy life ve for his, 'rhy peopre for 'his 
pu Thy puniſhment ſhall nor onely be perfonall, 

ut Nationall, thy People, Souldiers, Armies all lye 
at ſtake for it. 

I could wiſh fome care uſed in this, leſt ananſwer 
be pur intothe mourh of the adverſary, rocvade that 
which perhaps is nor of leaſt uſe in the juſtifica- 
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tion of this Cauſe in hand. The controverſie hath 
ſometimes beene ſtaredthus : That the Supreme Court

ſon. 'Tisrrue, Religion, Liberries, and other things, 
are now intwiſted withinthe fame controverfic ; bur 
the other being one, and perhapy a maine part, what 
can bee replyed, whenthe not cenſuring of delin- 
quents in our power ſhall be thrown before us? &c: 
T hereare (everall perſons,and ſeveral puniſhmenes; 
we preſle not ſeverity , letaions be weighed, anda 
juſt proportion obſerved. Look ro all degrees, and 
ſpare none: and zmong the re(t the Prelates, whoſe 
offences, incaſe they Rould not be found capitall, 
char device of {ending them ro New England, tran- 
{cends all the inventions I ever met with. 

3. Nocare forthe reſtitution toevery man of his 
loſles. This is a preflure, and followed with wars.

Such terrible conſequences may bee the way, 
whereby God to a Land becomes aſ\aving God.Oh 
God thou artrerrible our of thy holy places, ?/al.68. 
wt. That evidence which we have of thee from ho- 
ly duties, is terrible, yet herein the God of Iſrael is 
hea God prevailed with, a ſaving God. 

Herein obſerve three ſteps. 

1. There is atime, a ſet time, when God isa fa- 
ving God to his people. Thow wilt ariſe,and have mer- 
cy upon Sion, for the time, the ſet time 15 come, Pſal.102. 
13. Thewviſion 1s yet for an appointed time, it will ſurely 
come aud not tarry, Hab.2.3, There isatime both for pyywy 57p 
manto work for the Lord;and for the Lord ro work MM? 
for man : When the former muſt ſhew himſclfe a 
God-ſerving man; andthe latrer will ſhew himſelfe 
2 man-{aving God. 

2. This time, this ſettime, is onely co beraken 
from the fir diſpoſition of the receiver. Gods hands 
are ſtretched our allday to give,but man hath ſome- 
times pur off his coat, and 1s loathto pur iron is 
not ready to open when the Beloved knocks. 

3. Terrible anſwers thus diſpoſe: they prepare 
Gods way, haſten his comming. Godis ſaving, by 
deſolating the adverſary, by ing his people. 
Theſe terrible an{wers fit both, the wicked for deſ0- 
lation , the righteous for conſolation : the one by 
hardning, the other. by ſelfe-viewing.

1. When is a wicked people ripe for ruine, and 
whart are the ſignes of its approach * The probable 
conjectures hereof are from foure grounds. Their 

1. Combination in wickedneſle. 
2. Hurtfulneſle ro others. 

3. Security. 

4. Prophaneneſſe. 

All theſe the Prophet Nahum cap. r. 10. poſitive- 
ly layes downe, and faith exprefly, that when theſe 
are Row , they ſhall be conſumed as ſtubble fully dried, 
Bur heare theparriculars. 

1. Their combination in fin, and muruall ſtreng- 
thening the hands of iniquity : while they be folden 
together, as thornes, inwrapped one withinanother 
for their more firme eſtabliſhment and reſiſtance, 
When hand joynes with hand, when our Prelacy 
had ſtrengthened their intereſts with their owne 
combined reſolves, backed herein with the counte- 
nance of Supreme Authority, and had made the rye 
(as they hoped) indiſſoluble by a deviſed Oath;rhus 
folden together like thornes, we ſaw them ſuddenly 
on a flame, like ſtubble fully dry. 

2. Their hurtfulneſſe. Like thornes, tearing the 
cloathes and fleſh of ſuchas came within their reach. 
When a wicked one is. growne ſo peſtilent , thata 
man cannot in ſafery ſpeake rorhem,choofing rather 
tO have to doe with an angry Lyon, and a ragi 
Beare, then fin lyes at the doore. Oh how — 
were our Prelates and their Courts become ! Thou- 
lands whom they chaſed, as Bees doe, drave out of 
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the Land, impriſoned, fined, confined, ſilenced, de- 
prived, has rending them like thornes, can wit- 
neſle. 

3» Their ſecurity: crying tothemaſelves peace and 
latety, then ſhall come upon them ſudden deſtruttion, 
1 Theſſ.5.3- When they ſhall be drunken as drun- 
kards, one, yea a principalladjun& whereof is to be 
mindlefle of thertimes and the calamities, Wo to thoſe 
that follow ſtrong drinke. Why * Becauſe they regard 
not the worke f the Lord, nor conſider pa_— 
his hands, 1ſa.5.11,12. Ofall menadrunkard isl 
fir rominde Gods doings. Many among us, abour 
three yeares agone, had ſer theſe fince-felr miſeries 
farre away out of their ſight, and as forany Items or 
Caveats given that way, they puffed atthem, ſo 
drowned in caſe,and drunken in ſecurity were many 
the very day or night before God tooke away their 
pride. Conſider,and be mindfull. 

4- Their prophaneneſle : drunken as drunkards, 
abominably vitious. W hat ſin is not adrunkardguil- 
ty of 2 Whenthe cry of Sodome reaches to heaven, 
and the ſins of the Amorites are full, che heavens 
rained vengeance on the one, the earth ſpued ourthe 
other. Seeſt thou 'one wicked overmuch ? he ſhall 
periſh our of his time. Beholdeſt rhouthe breaking 
out of filthineſſe, and fin touching fin? theſe are 
ſtubble fully dry , ready for the fire * : theſe are * *< ?4-tol. 
conjectures of their end, and probabilities of delola- 
tion nigh at hand : And unto the height of theſe 
they mount up by no ſtep ſoener, then by God: an- 
{wering his ſervantsprayers by terrible things. Then 
they combine, their party gets ſtrengrh, and Gods 
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people pay for ir,thenthey ſcratch like Thornes,and 
rage like Beares : They flatrer themſelves in their 
wayes, and ſay, 1 ſhall never ſit deſolate. Thenpro- 

haneneſſe compaſſeth them as a chaine,and having 
Rn as full of miſchief, as Hell is of horrour,drun- 
ken with proſperity, are caried on with fury.. But in 
that day their thoughts periſh,they are gone,and are 
no more. 

When pride compaſſeth the wicked as a chaine, 
and violence covereth them as a garment; when they 
are corrupt,and ſpeak wickedly ; when they ſer their 
mouthes againſt heaven, and live as if there were no 
God in Iſrael: then ſuddenly ſhall they be deſtroy- 
ed, and that withour remedy. 

2. Soon the other ſide, there is a time when, and 
a diſpoſition whereby rhe Saints are firred fmercy,

Abraham was the worlds 
bleſſing, and God commanded ſo. Be thou a ble(- 
ſing.

Pſal.118.26.Bur 
in ſpirituals, from the houſe of the Lord, that is the 
maine of Gods ſalvation. A godly man is for the 
ſalvation of God.

Andwe ſay, moſt ofthe ſorrowes, unhappi- _ 
neſſes,ſad condirions.of the people of God,and their 
agents, is for ſin, for this fin, Their earthly conhi- 
dence. They do not partake from God of falvation, 
becauſe they doe nor hope in God for falvation. F4- 
cob (it's hehe bem ro ſertlealitrle rothe —_—

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of this world, making that to him a firmepoſleſſion, 
which his father eſtgemed but as a temporary abode, 
And Facob DWELT in the Land wherein his Father 
was a tranger,Gen.z7.1. And ſee him preſently ſad- 
ded in Feſeph his darling. Fadah teared Foſeph be- 
cauſe of his dreames, upon Rewbens forfeiture ke ho- 
ped after a Kingdome, which thoſe dreames ſeemed 
ro bequeath to Foſeph ; in this he was loath to be 
prevented,unwilling,that any, that a brother ſhould 
ſtep in berweene a Kingdome and his iſſue. 1f this 
were removed, all were ſure. F«dab Ricks not at it , 
his brothers laughter is ſpoke of, his (ale cffeRed, 
and {0 his perſon made incapable, the thing impol- 
{ible,and F#dabs ſons are heires apparent toa crown. 
Thus tar earthly policy bore up. He that remembers 
Er and 0pan, will aſſert what here is ſaid. The ſpi- 
rituall beleever, not the Politician, is for the ſalva- 
tion of God, Foſeph himiclte is become a Courier, 
and a Favourite ; his experience: had fully infar- 
med him, how changeable were great ones favours. 
Hee hoped by affected neatneſſe, and Countlike 
behaviour to keep himſelfe in grace: whereby he 
—_— in{nared almoſt co: his ruine, Hethart ho- 
peth. 

3. Andis filent, patiently undergoing what God 
layes on him.: This rs the Lords daing fairh Moſes. And 
Aaron held his peace, (aith the Text. Y ou have heard 
of the patience of Fob, and know what end the Lord 
made. Be ſilent to Jehovah,and under his hand,and 
verily thou ſhalt be fed. For, the good man, and he 
that hopeth, and filently waiterh, that, thar is hee 
that is forthe ſalvation of the Lord, 
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Theſe are the ſeverall qualifications , that ripen 
both the wicked and the rightepus for their ends re- 
ſpectively , and in them both doth God appeare 2 
laving God. 

The ſum of all is : Terrible anſwers harden the 
wicked, and make them irreconciliableto the waies 
of God. They make them to combine their ſtrengrh, 
thatthey may be as Thornes to hurt the man that is 
more righteous then they. Theſe terrible things 
plunge them into ſecurity and prophaneneſle, and 
makes them as ſtubble fully dry. Bur the ſame ſo pre- 
pare the Saints,ſo exercilerh their thoughts,convgn- 
ceth their judgements, and regulateth their affecti- 
ons, fo ſaniherh their perſons, exciteth their de- 
pendence, and quieterh their ſpirits, that they ſhall 
quickly perceive God in this way to be the preſer- 
verof men. 

Againe, terrible anſwers laſt not long. A day, a 
night, an houre, a moment, a little moment doe in 
Scripture phraſe expreſle the duration of Gpds 
trowne ; and whileſt thus,jit is but as a Chirurgions 
lancing in order to healing. He terribly ſpeaks when 
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he intends certainly to ſave. The men in Hoſea's 1,c;, 


time apprehended ſo much, and thorough arerrible 
appearance ſaw God a ſaving God. Come, let us re- 
turneto the Lord, cc. Or rather thus: Goe ye, and 
we will returneto the,&c. Ephraim was now under 
Gods hand, they had walked after a finfull Com- 
mandment, and God had rent them,8& was _ 
thenthey under the burden of preſſures and finne 
thus cry out: Goe ye, O ye ſervants of the Lord, 
30 ye 0n in your moſt NE Rs wayes,and weallo,

whoſe the Cauſe is : The bartell is nor yours, bur 
Gods: He will be with you as a Man of War: this 
terrible alarm is the way wherein he will bezo yau'a 
ſaving God.

But 
he yet ſomewhat miſtruſting, we nt out into 2n open 
eld, and there beheld the Wonder-workes of rhe Crex 
tor inthe RA all created things, very cleerly 
and manifeſtly laid open : whereupon he was taken with 
exceeding /oy,yet held his peacein filence, praiſed God, 
and inthe meane time contented himſelfe therewith. 
But according to Gods holy counſell, who manageth 
his work in ſecret, after ten yeares, viz, 401610. 
through the Overſpadowin? of the Holy Spirit, he was a 
third time touched by God and renewed. W hereupon, 
when hee became fo enlighrned, left ſo great grace be- 
ſiowed upon him, heuts _— of hisgmemory, or .

reſiſt his God, he wrote privately and ſecretly for him- 
(cle, by ſmall meanes, 2nd no bookes at all but only the 
Holy Scriptares , Theſe Workes following, Vis.

z S the deſperate and malicious Attempts 
of implacable Adverfarics to the truc 
Reformed Religion within the three 
Kingdoms, is a molt jult and neceſſary 
Ground for all true Proteſtants, under 
the Authority of the State, to enter into 
a _ and Covenant ons with ano- 
ther, for their mutuall Defence, and the 
Preſervation of their Religion : So the 
Bond by which Religious ſouls in the profeſſion of the fame 
Truth , though the Communion of Saints, are knit together 
in God , is a moſt Laudable, Lawfull and Powerfull Indace- 
ment to move them to pray carneſtly unto Almighty God, and 
to endeavour really , amongſt all Godly men , that all other 
Churches and States, either oppreſſed , or in danger to be op- 
preſſed by the ſame Antichriſtian Tyranny , may be brought 
unto the fame , or the like Unionand Covenant , for the En- 
largement of the Kingdom of Jeſus Chriſt ; for their own 
Safety ander the Ordinances of the Goſpel, and for the Pre-

ſervation of Chriſtian Kingdoms and States from the Trou. 
1:6 and Ruines which the incroaching Power and ſuvtill 
Plots of wicked Enemics do intend to bring upon them. 

Theſe things being ſutticiently expreſied , and fully inten- 
ded, the one in the Pretace , the other in the Cloſe of the Na- 
tionall Covenant , (the firſt , to warrant the Uudertaking ; 
the ſecond, to confirm the proſecuting of this Religious Na- 
tionall work ) do give me cauſe tu make a Motion , which 
may, by Gods Grace, become an EffcAuall means , not onely 
to help forward the Buſineſſe to this Period and Iflue which 
way prove the finall Overthrow of Antichriſt in Europe ; 
but alſo to open a way , through a neer Correſpondency and 
ConjunRion of Proteſtants amongſt themiclves, to dilate 
the Bounds of Chriſts w/e. nr , ſofar, asto of- 
fer, in due time, the Light of Saving Truth both unto Jews 
ind Gentiles, who as vet are in the ſhadow of Death and 
Darknelle, 

Nor ought any to think that this Aim 1s too Vaſt and 
rom.11- Large, _ it 1s cleerly revealed to be Gods Will to bring 
1141't- * ittopaſſe: Andit may be made apparant, that no Means are 

{o likely and proportionate to produce ſuch an Ef, as theſe 
which are now 1a Gods hand , and molt ſeafonable to be ap- 
plicd unto the fulfilling of the Covenant , and fitteſt to be rai- 
{ed upon the Endeavours neceſſary for our own Preſerva- 
tion, 

For 1it any will rationally conſider the Troubles of all 
States and Churches in Emurope , he may caſily obſerve that 
they proceed Originally from three Cauſes. The firſt is, the 
AﬀcRation of a Spirituall Abſolate Power over Mens Souls. 
The ſecond, an Abſolute Temporall Monarchy over Mens 
Eſtates and Bodics, And the third is, the want of Union 
and good Intelligence amongſt thoſe, who, labouring to free 
themicives from the one and the other Yoke, and Maintain- 
17 ther Religious and Naturall Rights and Priviledges in a 
diitrafted and confaled way , rather weaken then [trengthen 
one anothers hands in all their Enterpriſes. 

The Spirituall Abſolute Domuyon over Mens Souls, is the 


Aim 
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Aim of the Pope and his Adherente ; amongſt which, we muft 
reckon our Lordly Biſhops. 

The Abſolute Temporall Monarchy hath been the Aim of 
the Houſzs of 4=/tria, till Sweden and Fraxce came in to 
break his Strength and fruſtrate his Intentions ; which they 
have done, 

Theſe Papel and Avſtrian Delignes,, have divided the Aﬀc- 
Rions of all Men in Exrope ; citter in reſpe& of Conſcience, 
or of Civill Intereſts. As for the Anſtria» Delignes , they 
are no more henceforth Formidable : But the Papal Intenti- 
ons are deeper laid. Nor is the ftrength of his Counſel and his 
Way ducly regarded ; and therefore it is alſo Prevailing, be- 
cauſe not rightly refilted. 

The Pope, in oppoſition to Proteftancie, which hath al- 
molt overthrown his Hierarchy, doth labour to preſerve 
himſelf, and regain, in the Unſettlement of Proteſtant States, 
and the Overthrow of their Churches, his former Power, 
chiefly in Germany, and in Great-Bricain, the two principall 
Seats of the Proteſtant Religion. 

His Way is twofold : The firſt Politicall, the ſecond Eccles 
ſaſticall. By the firlt , he doth Unite all Popiſh Princes in 
one Way and Countcll againit thoſe Princes that he calls He- 
reticks; to weaken them, to corrupt their Counſclls, and ts 
keep them under , leſt they ſhould come to have the Mana» 
ging of Afﬀairs to his diſadvantage. Thus he made the Prin» 
ces of Germany conſpire, contrary to all the Fundamentall 
Laws of the Empire, and Rights of Princes, to tranſlate 
the Eletorall Dignity from the Palatine to the Bavarian 
Houſe,that the Proteſtant Voices might be Weakned in the Su- 
preme Colledge of State, and by that Means all Affairs ma» 
naged for the Advantage of Papilts , who now have diltribu- 
ted the States of Proteltants amongſt themſelves, and te ſerve 
kis Ends they maintain their own Interelts. 

By the ſecond , he divideth the Spirits of Proteſtants, and 
encreaſeth all the Diſorders and Conftufions which are 2- 
mongſt them ; partly by Emiflaries of all ſorts, which he 


loth ſend forth ; ſome out of his Colledges de Propaganae, 
ome 
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ſame oat of other Orders and Societies : partly by Treatics 
tending to patch up Matters of Difterenec under Generall 
Terms, wherein he may finde his Advantages. The Emnſla. 
ries , they underinine the Aﬀetions chiefly of the Common 
fort ; And thoſe that are inſtruted to treat, deal Principally 
with ſuch as arc in Places of Autherity Civill and Eccleſia» 
{iicall, cither to diſcover their Counſcls, to diſappoint them ; 
or to Corrupt their Inclinations, if they finde them Pi- 
ave. 

And all this the Papall Conclave doth proſccute , with un. 
d: fatigable Diligence, with innumerable Agents, with infinite 
Celt and Charge, with a'l manner of Crafty Infinuations, 
and fair Pretences, and with all the Zeal that the Opinion of 
Neſerving Heaven,and the Hope of Temporall Greatneſle ard 
Gain can breed in Superſtitious, in Ambitious, and in Covet- 
ous Mindes. Nor is there any, as yet, amonglt the ſeverall Bo- 
dies of Proteſtants, who is ſet to Watch over his ways, ard 
to walk contrary to him for their Common Intereſt , labonr. 
ing to diſappoint his Plots, by Means oppoſite to his De» 
ſignes. 

"his want-of Cenjun@ion of Proteſtants, not minding his 
Praftiſes, hath given him a mighty Ad vantage againlt them :; 
nor is it poſkble to Accompliſh his Overthrow , except this 
Fault be mended : nor can this Dete otherwiſe be mended, 
but by feme neerer Correſpondencie ef Proteſtants amongſt 
themſelves, tor their mutuall Preſervation againſt his Enter. 
prilcs. 

Now to ſet this correſpondency on Foot, none have fo 
great cauſe, and ſo geod an opportunity as the Briti Nation, 
and this preſent Parliament of Exgland. For all the Popiſh 
power of Exrope is naw ſtirred up, and bent to hinder that 
work of Reformation, which they have taken in hand : there» 
fore they may juſtly and ought alſo to move all Protdtants to 
jzcyne with them as in a Common cauſe, wherein they are all 
joyntly concerned. Now to bring this to paſſe, as already by 
Vertue of the Nationall Covenant, there is a Tye betwixt the 
Nations, and in the Committee of both Kingdomes, and Afſ- 

ſembly 
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ſembly of Divines, there is a Fl opened to ſettle a fixrther 
courle of brotherly corretpondency, as well in Temperall as 
Spirituall Matters,bet ween the Bri#i/5 Churches : ſo by vertue 
of the laſt clauſe of the ſame Covenant, and by Reaſon of the 
Joynt both Spiritualland Temporall Intereſts, which all Pro. 
tellant Churches have in Common, and ought to follow ſoci- 
ably for their mutuall Safety and Edification, there may and 
ſhould be a further tye of Religious Communion betwixt the 
Britiſh and their Neighbour Proteſtants beyond the Seas, be- 
cauſe the truth of Religion cannot well be preſerved in the- 
one, without the concurrence of the other. Therefore ſome 
courſe of correſpondency in Spirituall matters ſhould be (ct- 
led and thought upon to move Neighbours to joyne in Coun- 
cels with us,and 11 ſome concurrent endeavours to croffe the 
PraQtiſes of the common enemy. And to make theſe Coun- 
cills.and endeavours more eftcually conſiderable and really 
profitable, to the Protcſtant cauſe in forraigne parts, it would 
be of great uſe totake the Palatine cauſe in which hath a 
dire& influence upon all forraign Proteſtants, and wherein. 
the Papall faftion doth molt direfly oppoſe abroad, the In- 
creaſe of our Religion. For ſeeing this houſe hath for the de- 
fence of the Proteſtant Religion ſuffered the loſle of all, it is 
juſt that they which will own the cauſe of Religion, ſhould 
intend to make it conſiderable againe, and the head of the 
common Inter among forraigners iu oppolition to Popery 
and the _—_ deſignes. 

And to do this, ſome of the Committee of both Kingdoms 
with ſome Divines of the Aſſembly, joyned to them by Order 
of Parliament, might be appointed to affiſt the Prince Eleftor 
in Council), as a more ſpeciall Committez for the advance- 
ment of this deſigne, to which efte& alſo ſome Agents might 
be ſubordinate to them, and joyned to them, to Negotiate the

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Now whereas ſecore and obſtinate men are wont to thinke, it 
will be but a Rorme at the moſt, after which (Hould have n 
calme, for being over and God pacified they 4 be flafe, and 
free from further feare and punaſhment, for they fotfeted 
ſome (troakes, uſually grow more hard and obſtinate then 
befors, and promile themſelves greater freedome and take grea- 
ter liberty in finne, The Prophet therefore lets them know that 
the Lord hath not (ſhot all his (ſhafts, nerther rs he paciticed, bat hue 
anger doth continue, and bis hand « ftretched forth 311, In which 
words he doth repreſent God unto them im th.c habite and poſ-

Firſt, That the eternall Grd « the Lord of Hoſtes, 

Secondly, That Tſrac! ſmitten by their enenvies in warre, it ts 
the Lord that /miteth them, 

Thirdly, The canſe of the deſtroying ſword among them was, their 
departing from the Lord by their ſinne, : 

Fourthly, The end of ſmiting Was, that they m:i1ht retinas and 
ſeeke the Lord of Hoſter, 

Fifthly, 1/rael was obſtinate and impenitent ſo as they did reſuſe 
to twyne and ſeeke the Lord, 

Sixthly, This obſtinacy and impetinency did greatly provoke the 
Lord to anger, and was the canſe of the continuance of his augey and 
ſtretching forth tis hand ro ſmnite them ſtill, 

But becauſe it will be impoſſible to fpeake of more then the 
one halfe of theſe DoArines within the compaſſe of the time, I 
ſhall reduce the unto theſe three Conclufions,1nd only touch up0 
tome of the other, as occaſion ſhall ſcrve,in ſome of the Liſes, and 
becauſe that which is here ſpoken of J/rael, doth alſo belong 
unto any other people, whoſe caſe may be paraleld with theirs, 
I ſhall propound and handle theſe Dotrines, rather in the/s 
then hyporhke/i, thus, 

Firſt, That 1/racl, or any people in covenant ſmitten with 
the ſword of an enemy, It isthe Lord that ſmiteth them. 

Secondly, It is an heinous and greivous provoking ſinne, for 
4 people when they arc thus ſmitten, not to turne anghſecke the 
Lord of Hoſtes, ; 

T hirdly, That Iſrael or any people continuing thus obſtinate and 
impenitent, is the cavſe of the continuance of God his anger, 
and the increaſe of their puniſhment. 

Theſe are the Doftrines which (as T conceive) wi Ul be moſt 
ſuitable and uſcfull, and theretdreof them as time (hallg ive leave 
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Dell, 1, When | ſracl or any people are ſmitten by their enemies wn warre, it 
i the Lord that [miteth them, : | 

When a people is ſmitten with the ſword of a forraigne, or 
comeſtick cnemy, it is the Lord that ſmiteththem, 

The DoArine will be of uſe,cſpecially for way unto the re{t, 
Some hing maſt therefore be ſpoken of it, although we ſhall be 
more bricte in this, and more large in therel?. Now this firſt 
DoArine for the ſence of it, I ſuppole it is fo cleare to every one 
cf ordinary capacity, as I (hall not necd to ſpend time 1n expli- 
Ca"10n. 

And for the ground , it will be no lefſ: evident unto any that 
ſhall obſerve unto what the Relative (him) doth refcrre. Unto 
their enemics it cannot bz referred, who were mentioned in the 
tormer Verſe, but unto [chovah, the Lord of Hoalts, as the words 
tollowing doc declars. 

But toclcare this point from ſome other Scriptures, Exch, 7.9, 
Te hall know that [ am the Lord that ſmiteth; whatſocicre the rod 
or ſword may b*, the Lord will have it known that he ſmiterh, 

And more particularly and plainly, Dewte.28.25. The Lord ſbal 
Came thee to be ſmitten before thine enemies, &e. and Veric 49, The 
Lor4 ſtali bring a Nation arainſt thee from farre, from the end of the 
earth, cc. it they be ſmitten, the Lord is he that doth cauſc it, 
and he doth bring their enemics how farre ſoever they come, 
Ezch.11 8, Te have ſeared the ſword, and I will bring a ſword upon 

yen, ſaith the Lord God, «Amer 4.10, Towr young men have [ ſlaine 

with the ſword, cc, Extk14-17. Or if I bring 4 ſword upon that 
lani and ſay, Sword, Goe throwgh the land, ſo that I cut off man and 
beaſt jrom it, | 

Theſe Scriptures docleare the point, Y et for better ſatisfaRi- 
on unto ſuch as doe not ſee how God (hould be ſaid to firike thera 
that arc ſmmten by men, we ſhall briefly note how, and in what 
ſcenic & rofpeR the Lord isſaid to {mite. God is pleaſed to work 
ſometimes with, and ſometimes without means, mediately, and 
immediatcly ; & thus immediatcly and without means he formed 
our firſt Parents, and upheld them being created ; and he 1:d his 
Apoſlles into all truth. And in things belonging to this life, he 
ſometimes worketh with, and ſometimes without, yea above 
and contrary unto ſecondary cauſes and means, Thus he fed his 
people in the Wildernelle ; divided the Sea z drew water out of 
the Rock, Sometimes 
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Sometimes he worketh by means mediately, and uſeth freond. 


cauſcs; yet then he hath an cſpeciall bard in theſe means : 
Ar 17. 28. For in him we live, and move, and have oxr being, oc, 
and Epheſ. 1.11, be worketh all things «fter the Counſel of his owne 
© wil, Godisnot tobe conceived in his working 'by meanes as 
men. Kings ard Prinecs-governe their Kingdomes ty their oth- 
cers, ſoas thewſclycs many times neither a&t with them nor 
doc know what is done by them, But the Lord hath an cye and 
hand in the whole government ; All creatures, and every ſe» 
cond cauſe is ordered and diſpoſed by him : Who is therefore 
called the Lord of Hoſtes, not only becauſe all creatures in Hca- 
ven and carth are his {culdiers and his great army, but allſo, be- 
cauſc of his ſpeciall cammand, order and government of them 
all, and particularly of men, in point of warre, which is his 
ſword, and is ſo ordered by him as he may wcll be faid to ſmite 
them that arc {mitten, Intheſc and the like reſpeRs. 

Firſt, Becauſe whena ſword is drawne upon any people he 
doth call for it, fer. 25.29. For [ will call for aſword upon the 
inhabitants of the earth, Iſay. 13.4, Heis ſaidto be the Lord of 
Heoſtes, who doth muſter the hoſte of the battell, 

Secondly, he doth ſcnd ut whitherſoever it doth at any time 
come, Ezck 14.17. 

Thirdly he doth appoint who ſhall be ſmitten, when,by whom, 
how farre it ſhall goc, and how long it (ball contioue, Hoſea 1 3, 
6, Jer 47x 6, To 

Fourthly, he giveth ſtrength and viRory unto them that (nite 
and prevaile, Eccl. 9.11, The battellis not to the fireng. P/al. 
33+ 17. An horſe is a vaine thing, neither ſhall he delrver any by bis 
great ſtrength. Pſal, 144. 1. _— is the Lord my ftrength, 
which teacheth my hands to warre, wy fingers to fight, Prov 21, 
31, Vittery is of the Lord. 

Fifthly, The Lord doth cauſe warre toceaſc, 3 comman4 
the ſword torcturne and put it ſelfe into its ſeabbard, reſt and be 
Rill. Jer. 47 6. Pſal. 46. 9. He margth warre to ceaſe, ants the 
end of the earth. cc. * 

But ſvme may happily abj:&, Wee ſceby experience that 
men ſmite with theſword, yca wicked, them that arc good, 
who tor their cruclty are not only menaced, but puniſhed by 
the Lord of Hoſtcs for their. barbazous cruchty towards his 

| people. 
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I Anſwer ; well cnough : for firſt be they who they will, they 
arc of his great Army , whois the great Generall and Lord of 
Hoſtes ; They are his fouldiers and his ſword, P/a/. 17+ 13, 
Deliver my ſoute from the wicked, which i: thy ſword, And Zeph, 
2. 12. Ye Ethiopizrs, ye all/o ſhall be [laine by my ſword, 

Sometimes th: Lord doth ſead wicked men to deſtroy or 
ſmite wicked men, and ſometimes tocorret his owne children 
tor their good, that being tricd, they may be made manifeſt, 
either to themiclves for hope,or to others tor imitation. Rom.g.z, 
4. Knowing that tribulation wevk:th patience, and patience expert- 
ence, and cxprrience hope, 

Secondly, The Lord doth menace and puniſh their cruelty 
towards his p:ople.and that juitly , Bzcaule they doe not {mite 
them in obedience nnto God, whoſe will they inquire not after; 
but have aimes, and ends of their owne, yet God doth uſe thea 
to doc his will, and pleaſure, even then when they doe leaſt of 
all obey bim, This you have noted //a. 19. 5: Afanr is the rod of 
his indionatien, or anger : and God doth ſens him againſt an hypo- 
oriticull Nation, &c, but wer, 7, He meaneth nat /o, his end u not 
to puniſh an hypocritical Nation, neuher doth hns heart thinks ſo : 
But it is in h1t heart to deilroy, and cut off Nations, not a few. His 
211me is not to ſerve the Lord, but by his tyranny to inlarge his 
dominions : and tc ſubz: as much people as he could, unto hime 
ſe.te, and foto frrve bis owne ambition, and ayarice, and there» 
forc the will of his God was not his rule, unto v{hich he had no 
regard : but d1d abuſe his power,2nd (as Hicromdoth obſerve on 
thc place,) went beyond the bounds of Gods anger, and beyond 
his owne Connnilhcn, The like may be noted in /ciw, who was 
{cnt of God to deſtroy /czabel, and the falſe Prophets, and the 
whole houlggt Atab. And be did well in execmting that which was 
right in the ſight of God, and 3s prozuiſed a reward for bis ſernice, 
2. King 10,30, Tet the Lord will avenge the bleed of lezreel wp» 
en the bouſe of Ichu, Heſea.1.4. And thereafon is, becauſe /ebw 
had another aime fhen God, for hee looked no further then his 
owne honour , that he might raigne King : But God aimed at 
the rooting, cut of Idolatry,by taking away the Patrons of Idols 
and Authors ofit, New Ichu departed not [rom the Golden 
Calves that were im Dan and Bethel. 2 Kings, 10. 29, And 
the like by ends my be noted in others. UV/et.

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Uſe 1, It when ae! orany people are ſmitten by the-ſwerd 
of an Enemy, it is the Lord that ſaiteth them, then it muſt 
needs follow, that Germasy ſmitten, and miſcrably waſted, it 
is the Lord that ſmote them. Jreland{mitten ind allmoſt conſu- 
med, the Lord hath ſmiten them, EFng/aad, at this time ſmit- 
ten, devided and much weakened, it is the Lord that hath ſmit- 
tenus. This Dodrine doth aſſure us, asthe woman of Trkoa 
doth informe D avid, that the hand of /oab was in all that, ſo the 
hand of God is in all this, his hand hath ſmitten doth them and 
9%, The more therefore to blame wee, and the greater our (in, 
who looke much below the hand of God. It was ajuſt com- 
plaint of our Prophet, Chap. 26.11, Lord whenthy handus lifted 
up, they wil not ſee : and in this Chap, (as was noted before) he 
ch: rgeth this people, that they were fo farre from turning to 
hia that ſmote them, as they tooke no notice of the hand that 
hurt them, Jfrecllookes lower then heaven, then the hand of 
(-od, and lookes on other hands, they could not ſce his band 
that ſmote them. 1 feare, J/racl and England, arc 10 like each 
other in this, 28 Eng/and is the worſe, I remember what one 
hath noted of J/-ael, and I pray let us corſider whether it be not 
truc a'ſo of En9/and alſo at this day, When the /ewes indured 
ſo macy miſcrics, even from their firſt plantation in the land 
unto their finall caſting out, they were {:ldome aware of this 
point ; &c. If the Philiſtines, Cazanites and other borderers 
upon them doe ſpoile their Country, ty rannize over them, and 
oppreſle them with crucll ſhvery, as they did inthe times of the 
Judges, they will interpret this tobe nothino, but an old grudge 
of thefe nations for dilpoſſ:(ling them of their Country , for 
which they were hated, and all occalions ſoug ht to worke re« 
venge. Ifthe Kingdome be devided, that is nothing but Reho- 
boams folly, and ill counfell of ill adviſed Courticfs. It /rac! 
make warre on /xdah, or /adah upon [/rael, that is but policy te 
keepe downe one ar:other, leaſt one ſhould encroach upcn both 
Kingdomes : It there be civill warre, that is through the faQi. 
ons of potent and ambitious Stateſmen, It a forraigner. invade 
them, it is nothing but the pride of ambitious tyrants, that Ean- 
not be content with their owne, but ſceke after glory and great- 
nes in the ruins of other Kingdomes, Yea if Sa/manazey, ot 
Nebuchadnexzr carry them away captive out of their Land,

theireyes upon Golden Calves, and doth faſten them on any 
thing on Earth, that they may not looke up to Heaven, And 
oy this meanes it cometh to paſle that God looteth all the glory, 
and they all the gaine of his mercies and puniiiunznt upon them 
tor their amendments, 

Secondly, This Doctrine may ſerve for comfort and ſupport 
unto Gods people, to remove and mitigate ſorrow, cipecially in 
the exccſle, in ſaddeſt times of imiting. An4truly, fuch times 
call for cordialls, and ſuch a uf: of this DoArine. For when 
the Lord cometh towards his owne in a warlike habite and 
poſture, when he approacheth neer unto them with wrath in 
his countenance, and a deſtroying ſword, a blouly rod in h's 
hand, the deareſt of Saints falling into the hands, and unto the 
mercy of barbarous and cruell bloudy men, ſeemes toexceed in 
feare, yea and ily in fuch trembling firsro try ſome ill concluli- 
on, it they ſtay not themſelves, they may feare the feare of the 
wicked and ſay, A confearacy with them, to whom they ſay a confe + 
deracy, Iſa, 8.12. Thcir feare may drive them to make unlaw- 
tall leacuzs , or to be of the opinion, jadgement or practice of 
the wicked, in working out their way out of danver, and at the 
leaſt withdraw themſclves fromGod, in whom alone is hclpe, 
and comfort in timeof trouble, and danger, As it 15 noted of 
Aſtianax, when his owne father came towards him armed (al- 
though it was to imbrace him) yet being afraid at the ſight of 
his bead-peece, and hairy plume bending towards him : the 
child doth forthwith hide his tace in his nurſcs boſome, and cry : 
the poore child tooke his father in that habite, for a foe, rather 
then a friend. Thus Gods children may miſtake, and feare, yea 
and tiy unto the creatare for ſhelter, But now this DofArine 
being remembred, r6ar it is God that ſmiteth, and that the rod, or 
ſword, is inthe hand of our Heavenly Father ; When Twrke or 
Traitor, ſome rs Rebell, Eng6h Papiſt, or Atheiſt, is the 
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* ſword, yet the hand ct Gd doth order, and guide it, and what- 
# Cxcverthar malice, or bloudy cruclty may be, yet it (hall dozno 
more, nor go any further then he ſhall carry it ; they cannat 
move but as they arc guided and ordered by him : this will qui- 
ct their ſpirits, and ſtay their feares, You know when ſome 


Generall or Commander of an Army is reported to be barbaroug

VL And the reſiJus of it God will rcſ{traine trom cttzRing and at-

not one of th:m doth full on the ground, but by his providence.

Now ia the laſt place,this DoQrine may ſerve to elevate ovr 
eycs, and raiſ: up our thoughts above, and beyond thoſe viſible 
hands with which we are ſmitten : Carnall mza are wont like 
the dog to eye and ſnap at the ſtone, not looking at the hand, and 
therefore they howle,repine,murmure,amnd vex themſclves,gnaw 
their tongues,and teare their fizth, and breake their hearts under 
their burdens ; and yet for all this they make no ul: of their fini- 
ting, 

And the people of God themſelves (as it maſt be acknow!eds 
ged) are too apt to looke too much and dwell too long upon [== 
cond Cauſcs, they many times as young Samuel! (when (od cal- 
led) he runneth co £4, fo they rua to men, and meancs, when 
they ſhould anſwer to God calling, them unto himſclfz, and this 
on both ſides is not onely an hinderance unto them, (a as they do. 
not improve the ſtrokes unto their ends, but many times 4 
meanes to make them impatient, and ill adviſed, at the leait : 
Whereas it they did conſider that it 1s the Lord that ſmiteth, ir 
would make them dumbe,and not to dare to open their mouths, 
becauſe he doth it, P/al.39.9.Therefore as a remedy of impaticn+ 
cic and many other evils, which may and many times doe follow 
upon the nog-obſcrvance of his hand in ſmitiag, gt us minde and 
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remember this dorine, that when any people 15 ſmitten, it is 
the Lord that ſmiteth them, and then we fhall alwayes joyne 
theſ: rovether in our thoughts,as they did intheir cry,/ndeY. 20, 
The (word of the Lord an4of Gideon : and then we thall the better 
tollow the countell given Atcah 6.9. The Lords woyce oryeth 
wato the citie, ani the man of Wiſdome ſhall [ee thy Name : heave ye the 
rad and Who hath an” anteait.

Now we come unto the ſecond, which declareth what uſe 
[fracl made of their {initing, and how ill their behaviour under 
the rod was taken, And here we have three diitin& particu- 
lars, which we {1:1'l for brevitics fake yoyne in the Doftrine, and 
eiſtinguith inthe Liſe. 

Firlt, the ground and cauſe cf their ſmiting. 

Secondly,th: end at which God aimeth in his ſmiring Ifracl, 
that which movcd the Lord to finite them, and the ule they 
ſhould have made ct his ſtrokes, which are both implycd in the 
word {twrne,) the contrary whereot is laid to their charge, they 
d1d not rurne, he ſmote them tor their turning trom him, and 
that they might turne unto him, 

Thirdly,the Lord by the Prophet doth charge this upon them as 
a great & hcinous ottence, for which this is here charged on them 
as an hewous crime, as betore you heard, that the people didnot 
turnto him that {inote them, and brought in as the c:uf2 or reaſon 
why the anger <t God did contioue, and his hand was til 
ſtretched furth : fo thea the next Doctrine miy be thus pro- 
pounded. 

T hat it 14 an offence very heinous ( a crime of an hich nature ) for 
J'rael, or any people beams ſmitten of God for their ſinne, that they 
minke vernyne, and ſerk the Lord of Hoſts ; to continue smpenitent ax 
o/ /tinate, ſo as not to trrne to him that ſmitech them, 
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Or more briefly thus: 


That it is 4 Wrath provoking finne for 4 people being ſmitten of 
(God With the ſword of an enemy for their ſinne, to continue obſtinare,

I (all fpeake ſomething by way of Explication : Firſt , yy 
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ſhort deſcription of God, ſtiled The Lord of Hoits, unto whom 
they ſhould have turned. 

Secondly, of the duty which they did owe and ſhould have 
performed, which was to turne and ſeek the Lord of Hoſts : and 
then we ſhall farther declare how, and why this (hould be chare 
ved on them,or any people as a crime fo heinons, or (in ſo grie- 
vout,and then come to the Ute, 

Firſt,the Lord 1s {tiled the Lord of Hoſts,and it is an uſaall Ti- 
tle or Attribute, which is given and taken by himſclfe, as a tile 
wellefitting his Mzjeltic,and the Lord is fo ſtiled, becauſe that all 
Creatures arc his Army, and he their Generall and great Com- 
mander,Gen.2,1,. T hrs the heavens and the cart!) Were finiſhed, and 
all the hoſte of them, By a Metaphor he calleth the Creatures 
with which the {evcral! parts of the world are adorned an hoſt : 
for hereby is meant a!l Creatures in the carth and heavens, which: 
ſtand as an Army ; thus in the highe(t heavens there are the 
glorious Angels, who are a part of this Holt or Army, Lake 2. 
13,15. - " 

Secondly, in the viſible heavens the ſtarres, and they are ſome- 
times brought forth to fight againſt the enemics of the Lord of 
Hoſts and his people, /#4g.5.20. they fought againlt $:/era. 

Thirdly, in the lower heavens, the Fowles of the aire a part of 
God his Army 3 and in the water, the Filhes ; in the carth,men, 
beaſts and creeping things ; for they all are {aid to be an Army 
inreſpct of God, whom they ſerve,and therefore he is call:d the 
Lord of Hoſts, P/al.119.91.1/a1.45,,12,loel 2.25. 

Now ll Creatures being called the Armics of God by way 
of reſemblance, you may bricfly note, wherein eſpecially that 
reſemblance doth ſtand,namely 1n theſe, and the like particulars. 

Furſt, in reſpe@ of their number, for any multitude in Scripture 
is called an army, if it be orderly ; and armics uſually conlilt of 
oreat numbers. | 
* Second!y,in reſpeR of Order, which is eſpecially obſerved in 
Armies ; and this makeththe Hoſt of God admirable : and the 
ery word tranſlated Holt Gen.2.1, doth ſignifte an army ſtan- 
Cing 1n crder. 

Thirdly, io re{pe& of Obedience, In armies well ordered the 
fouldicrs arc obedient, and at the beck and command of their 
Captain,as 14::h,$.9, and thus locuſts,flics, lice, and every crea» 
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turc arc at the command of their Generall. 

Fourth!y,l ſhall adde one thing more, and that isin reſpect of 

wer, Armics are vcry jotent, and ſome have been formidable 
and irrcliltible, and thus the Army of the Lord of Hoſts is formi- 
dable and irr<liftible, who with fites, frogs, and fuch like is able 
to overcoine as potent and proud an gaciny as Pharaoh King of 
Eoypt. In thcſe and the like r:ſpets, the Creatures are ſaid to 
be the Ho!ts of ud ; I might (tor prevention of miitake) farthcr 
note, how that there 15 not a refernvlance in every thing, For, 
other armics or ho'ts arc raiſ:d tor defence ; and may ( although 
vr 1) 3: put nate the woritiout it 13not fo with God, who hath 
nunced of atly Creature, nor can be rcfilted ; but I omit that,and 
this (1441! C:rve tor the tilt particular, how God as itiled the Lord 
ot Roits, 

Secondly, I:r us in the next place confider what it is to tarne 
unto the Lord of Huſts, or hin that ſiniteth, The word here 
uſd is ſome:imes trarilated turac, a2d fometimes returne, as 
you may {ce in theſ: placeS$//ai.6.13, and 37.7. and Chap.31.6. 
fer.3.7 &c, It doth properly note vut localt wotion of them that 
paſl :,or move from place to place, leaving fome place or perſon 
where,or with whom they were bctore, thus 1 Saw. 7. 17, Sw 
mel |1i5 returne was to Ramah, for there was his bouſe, &c. but 
thus it cannot be takea here, for Pſal. 139. 7,5. it is not poſlible 
to goe trum the preſence of God, it one aſcend to Heaven, or 
make his be4 in hell, God is there, &c, The phraſe is tranſlated 
from Icca!l motion of the body,and applycd unto fp'1 ituall motis 
075, in which mea by a kind of fimilitude are ſaid to walke, to 
d2jart,or go< trom,aad torcturne azaine unto the Lnrd, and it 
may be noted in the words of Auſtin, Alind et migrare corpore, 
aliud corde,c>c, It is one thing to move from place to place in 
body,znd another thing to move from place to place in heart ; in 
body he doth move from place to place, that deth change his 
placeghe doth it in heart,qu cordis muta affcttum: fi aliud ama, 
& alind amabas ,non 151 es, xbi eras : he doth move 1n hcartfrom 
where be was, that doth change the aft;&ion of his heart, and if 
thoa did{t love one thing,and doſt now love another,thou art not 
there where thou walt before; by finning againſt God , with- 
drawing our aiteions from him, and placing them upon the 
creature, we goe away trom God ; fiance 15.contrary uato the na- 
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ture of (0d,and farre from bim : and whenon the contrary part, 
we place our aff:Fions upon him,and become obedient, we re- 
rurne to him, from ſinne and vice unto vertue and grace; and 
therefore as he further obſ:rveth to this purpoſc, he that belecveth 
doth comc,and he that goeth away, non movetnur anima pedibus, 
{ed alcilipms; the foule 1s not moved with feet, but with att-Ri- 
ons; and God whois defpiſed in any place, doth depart from 
their hearts who dos forfake him in their manners and lives not 
with thcirfeet; he commeth to them who turne to him not 
with their face but with their fiith, and approach unto him 1m 
their minds,not with their fleſh. Ina word, by ſcrious repen- 
cance we turne to him ; ſo that to turne ro God, is to repent, or 
convert from Satan and ſinnce to God, Af. z, 19. Repent and be 
corverted : and Exch,18,30,Repent and turne your ſelves from your 
1011781111, 8c. 

Thirdly,let us in the laſt place note what it is to ſe:k the Lord 
of Hoſts, which is the other a& or branchot the duty they ſhould 
have performed ; To ſeek the Lord of Hoſts (as is obſcrved by one 
vpon the words) is ſometimes to pray, P/al. 34 4. 1 ſought the 
Lord. And ſomctimes to obey, it is put for the ovicrvation of the 
Commandements, 2 { hrex, 14.4. A/a commanded J udahto ſfeck 
the Lord God of their fathers, and to do: the Law and the Com» 
mandements. But it will not be amifl: to open this Phraſe a lit- 
tle further, which doth very cftcn occurre in Scripture, The 
word is borrowed from common uſe (as the former) and ſee» 
king properly is a ſolicitous and ſedulous ation of ones deſiring 
and endcavouring to find ſome perſon or thing which they ap- 
prehend to be loſt, or at leaſt, 1s out of their hand and poſſeſſion, 
thus Zak.2.15, and 4.8. and Lut.2 44. this bring the proper uſe 
of the word doth hold ſome proportion with this duty of ſeeking 
applicd unto higher objects and divine things, generally it may 
imply and comprehend repentance and all other afts and exercis 
(cs, whereby the Lord of Heſts is fought and may be found, and 
more ſpecially it is called a ſecking of his face 1 Chron, 16. 11, 

For God 1s cvery where in his Efſence and Power, as an An- 
tient hath noted, Dews manet intra ommia, extra omnia, &c, God 
abideth within all things, without all things, and he is above and 
below all things ; he 18 above all things in his power and domi- 
nion,and below all things by his ſuſtentation, without all _ 
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nd within all things by his piercing and ſabtile 
nature. 

But the face and favour of God is not fo extenſive as his pre» 
ſence, 

To ſeek the Lord is to uſe all meanes by which his favour may 
bh: obtained, and his grace excrcif:d and manifelted to ns ; and 
this ſecking God is to reſt on him, to beleeve in him, to oy his 
will, to worſhip and ſerve him, no otherwiſe then himfclfe hath 
2ppomted ; and being angry, to endeavour reconciliation, and to 
imolore his helpe, and grace ; others fay, men feeke the Lord by 
ti:h,repentance,an intire and ſerious eadeavour and dcfire of the 
-eart after recenciliatien and grace, with prayers and an endea= 
«our after rightcoutnci]: and beneticence, by. putting off the old 
an and putting on the new. 

Now that which is charged upon Ifracl ir, that they did not 
ſeeks the Lord of Hoſts. It was their duty fo to ſeek the Lord,as 
hath been ſet forth ; but (as I conc:ive) the Prophet doth not 
tpcake of tuch a ſeeking in this yn——_— of a leſſer degree of ſee- 
kjng then turning unto him, for it is a further amplification and 
2zgravation of their ſinne,as was before noted ; in the reſolution 
ot the words they were fo farre from turning to God by trus re» 
»entance and convcriion, as they did not fo much as acknow- 
\edge and crave pardon for their {tune ; they did not perecive 
andtake notice cf the wrath of God againit them for their ſinne, 
2i:d theretore did not cry to him for mercy, as the Lord of Hoſts 
by whom they were {initten, and in whoſe power it was to 
wound ard heale, to fave and deſtroy them, whici is a great ag» 
gravation of their fanne,that they did not at all ſeck to bim who. 
was the Lord of Holts, able to hcipe or hurt whom he would, 
For had he been unable to hurt or helpe, or were he fo tarre off as 
they might {:eme to be out of his reach, or that he had not at all 
to doc with them, it had not been fo neceſſary that they ſhonld 
have fought him, but he being the Lord of Hoſts and he that 
{mote :hemyand was ab}: utterly ro ruine and deſtroy them ; for 
them not ro turne nor 19 much as ſecke uato him, was an off:nce 
of a very higivoature : It ſcemes to be tuch a kindof aggravation 
of their fu:ne, as that /er.5.21,2 2, 

Now for the proote of this DoArine, I {k ll have Icfſe need to 
{gend ime, azcaule the Dp&trine is ſo ncere unto the words, vr 
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teaſt the ſanſc and ſcope of the Text ; for they are charged with 
this as 2a heigggts erienc, and as the cauſe of anger and ſmiting 

continued,th} they did not turne,8c. you may pleaſe to obſerve 

that /er.2.30. Is vainc have / ſmutten your children, they received no 

-orrettion, &c. And Chap.s5. 3,4. 0 Lord, are not thine eyes wow 

the truth ? tho haſt ſtricken them, but they bave not grieved ; thou 
baſt conſumed thew, bt they have refuſed to recerve correttion, they 
have made their faves barder then 4 rocks, they have refuſedto returne. 
Therefore | ſaid, Surely theſe are yoere,they ave fooliſh : far they know 
0t the Way of the Lord, nor the judgement of their God, In which 
places,cſpecially the latter, they are charged with obſtinacy, in 
contemning chaſtiſements and correRions ; which contempt of 
theirs did greatly provoke the Lord to wrath againſt them, 1/45, 

£.5» thcre the Prophet doth charge them with vbſtinacic ani 
jnpenitencie as an high and heinous offence, that newther mercy 
nor correction would make them better, and many the like pla» 
ces might be brought to this purpoſe, I (hall only adde that Amos 


. 4.8. and thence to the end of that Chapter, in which they arc re- 


proyecd or rather reproached and upbraided with this : that not 
withſtanding th:y had been viſited with all forts of judgements, 
and yet they did not for all that return unta him that ſmote them, 
Seever.$,9,10,11,12. 

Now it any aske,why this ſhoald be an offence ſo heinous, and 
ſach a provocation of wrath not to retarne, being under the rod : 
the reaſon is manifeſt, and partly jntimated in the termes of the 
Dodqrine,and in what was brought for proofe ; ſuch doe remaine 
impenitent and obſtinate, they (inne not of infirmity and weak- 
neſle, but of Nubbornneſk and wilfulnes, and now they refuſe to 
receive carreAion; they have made their faces harder then arock, 
they have refuſed torcturne ; Zer, 5, 3. ſich men are unfruicfull 
under meancs, unthankfull for mercy, fruſtrate Gods enJcavour 
to doc them good , ſhew themſclves incorrigible, and irrecove» 
rable when mercics nor judgements will doe them no good, In 
the 6. Chapter and ver. 29, 30. the deſperate condition of fuch 
an obſtinate people,is excellently fct forth by comparing ſuch fin- 
ners unto Oarc, God unto a retiner, and his Word a rod unto a 
turnace, thcſe meancs uſed to take away the drofl* of their tinne, 
and net prevailing, he with indignation doth now ca{t them 
away as drollc that is goodtor nothing, 
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Thus having clcared the DoArine, 1 ſhall come to the Uſes, 
which might be divers, but that I mutt haiten a__ laſt point, 
which I chicfly iatend, Fhis Ducrine will in the Hrit place, (by 
conlidaring the implyed cauſe and ground of the” quarrell be- 
tween God and a people ; the cauſe of finiting, which 1s falling, 
cr turning from him by (w,) informac us of the molt malignant, 
and pernitious nature ctinne, it tsa ferperit which uſually (hews 
ct an aimiable tace,but hideth its venomons taile, that men ma 
mere boldly venture upon it 5 but what ſhewes foever it maket 
to the contrary, we (hall finde it a fawnung enemy, a tweet poy- 
fo and a deadly ſerpent, it may be tweet in the mouth, but it 
will be bitter inthe belly, as Job 20.12, 7 hongh Wickgdneſſe bee 
weet 114 the month of the ſinner, thowgh be kide ut nuder his tongue ; 
1ou7h he ſpare it, and forſake it not, but keep it ſtill Within bis monthe 
} et bt: macat in his bowel, is twr ned, it 4s the gall of o_ W3r/-n ham, 
\nd as the Prophet /er,2.19. 1t is an evill thing and a bitter to fors 
ſake the Lord, This Dalileh, this Ab/alcw, to much aff:Red, be» 
loved and dclighted,doth provoke God to anger, and draw down 
puniſhment upon us; ſinne ſets Heaven againit us, keepeth god 
things from us, if famine, warre, pe(tilence, or any cther judge» 
ment ſcize on the land, we may thanke linne for it, which is the 
oaly procuring cauſcot it. God ſinote 1racl forthbeir ſinfull for- 
{aking him, and he finote them that they might returne ; if this 
were well conſidered, we ſhould not fo calily entertaine and ime 
brzcethis hatefull cnemie, preſenting it felte unto us in friendly 
ard delightfull ſhapes ; but we look on linne as a tender mother 
2n the fruit of her wombe ſmiling upon hcr,and repreſenting no» 
thing but what is delightful unto it, whereas looking upon 
that tender jn;fas.t through the Proſp:Qive of Gods Word , the 
wight fe arcbell, a traitor, a ſerpent full of deadly poyſen, and 
which may prove a /wdar, another Abſalom, it not renewed or 
icſtrained by Grace z thus {inne lookt upon through the Word, 
?lthough inthe Thape of plealure,prefit, ec. yet it 13 that which 
doth cauſ: the Lord tobe angry, and in anger to fmite us with 
blovdy ſirukesof thedeſtroyang ſword. 

In the next place, this Doctrine may farther informe us of 
Gods mercy inhis heavy and grievous Iudgements. God/mie 
teth, that they might retwrnowntohinw: his aime and indeavour is to 
doc //ra:/, or another peyple good by finiting them the weuld 
not 
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not come to blowes at all,if words would ſerve the turne, or any 
warning be taken ; burif words will not, if no warning may 
ſerve, then the rod muſt open the eare, and if it may make as 
retarne, it 1s howſocver from the wifedome and goodnefſe of 
God, that a ſnfull people are ſmitten, for hereby he ap- 
plyeth an hevling hand unto fuch as would periſh without ſuch 
meanes uſed for thrir good, This is that mult recover them if 
they be not incurable, for it is the phiſick which his owne 
wildome hath found out, and preſcribed to us, in recoverin 
ſach as we hare under our hands, Pro. 22. 15, F celine 
i bound in the heart of a child : but the red of correttion ſpall 
drive it farre from bim. And therefore, Pro. 23.13. Correttion 
muſt not be withbeld from the child : for if he be beaten with the rod he 
ſhall not dye, and in the next verſe, Thou ſhalt beate him with the 
rod and ſhalt deliver his ſoule from hell, Sothat touſ:therod is to 
(hew love and care for the childs good ; But to ffave the rod, 19 
to hate the ſonne; eAnd he that loveth him chaſteneth him betimer. 
Pro. 13. 24, God doth exerciſe his Fatherly goodneſs, even in 
{imiting , that he may cauſe men to turneto him finiting them, 
That of Has, 1. 12. Is worthy Obſervation : eArt thou not from 
everlaſting , O Lord my God, mine holy one ? we ſhall not die : thou 
haſt ordained them for judgement,and O mighty God thou haſt eſbabli- 
ſod them for correttion., Where he (heweth, how that although 
God ſuffered the enemies of his people to ſpoyle them, yet hs 
w3s their God, and kept is Covenant with them; by noting 
the manner and end of ſacha ſmiting : he ſheweth that the Lord 
doth order and diſpoſe them by his providence,and that he had 
a 2racious end in ſuch ſtrokes, not to kill but to corret them; 
and finally there was a meaſure in the manner of his ſmiting his 
people by their enemies, as the word Judgement doth imply, 
they had bounds ſer, which they could not paſf:. 

A third Uſe of this Doctrine my be to informe us concerning 
the uſe, and improvement of this ſmiting, hereby a nation, and 
ſo a particul-r perſon may fee whether they have made 2 righe 
nſe of the ſtrokes of warre, or any other juJgement ; If they have 
cauſed ta to true 16 him that ſmiterh w, and that we have bin 
brought to learne ctedicnce, (as our Lord did) by the things 
which he ſuffered ; 2nd that 2s Tavidſaith of himfelfs P/al.1 ' 9. 


67, Before I was affitted, I went aftray : but now have [ kept ty 
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word : thus if the Land can ſay, and the inhatitants of it, loaki 
unto the cauſe of the caotroverly of God,.Heſe. 4- 1,2, Thec 
of the cantroverly with 1/7arl, is the want of truth , mercy and 
the knowledge of God. And b:cruſe by tw-aring,and lying,and 
killing, and ſtealing, znd comittipg acultcry, they breake out 
and bloud toucheth bloud There are many other (innes which 
wove Ged tobe Angry with //ret!, ſome of which we noted 
in the Context, thelc are for initance, row if aman can lay be- 
fore theſe warres began, I wasa lyer, vut now have I calt cf 
lying, and fpeake the truth ; I was a cruecll man, but now am 
tull ot bowels of mercy, and tender att:Rion, and Þymanity; I 
was ignorant and Atheiiticall, withcut the feae of-God yn my 
beart , but now have I gotten ſome knowledge, and frare of 
(od into my ſaulc, and foot the ref}. I did uſe prefancly tg 
Sweare, made no cenicience of Lying, and other Sinnes, byt 
now I tcarc an oath,fpeake truth , and am tender of the life, and 
juſt in the dealing with the (tate of my neighbour, &c, Surely 
this man may be {aid to have profited by this jadgement, which 
is become a correction unto him for his amendment : and the 
like way be {aid of a nation, But it it may be faid of ſuch a Nation, 
or perſon, becauſe they were talſc, unjuſt, 3nd ignorant before, 
Ged ſmote the land, and they arc ſuch ill : thy were pro» 
phane Swearers before, and are ſuch til] : Lyers before, and 
are Lyers ſtill; and fo of the reſt, It is fure-fuch a perſon, or 
nation hath not made the right and true ule of ſuch ſtroakes, 
which ſhould Lave cauſed them to turne to king that ſmiteth them, 
Thelalt V/e we ſhall make of this Dofrine 1s examination 
& reprehcntion, /ree/ did not turne to him that ſmote them, It is 
a heighnous crime laid to their charge, -and a very great vif:nc'e 
The uſc therefore of this Dofrine by way of reſolution, would 
be examination of our ſclvcs, namely that gvery one ſhould con» 
(ider , and inquire, what doc I? what dog we? and amnot 1 
tobe charged juſtly with ſame ſach crime, and provoking (u ? 
may it not be laid to my charge, that / turne not to kim that [mic 
zetk? 1 feare it may tcotruly be laid to our charge, as it is chat- 
gcd on Iſracl, That the people turne not to him that ſmitoth them, 
weithey dos they [rake the Lord of Hoftes, But as it is faid of 1/rael, 
(clſewhere) 1t may truly be {aid of Zngland, that the pride of 
Jjraeltel\iticth to his face, and they ave nat rernrng wats the po. 
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God, nor ſeeks him fir all rhis. That is, totwithſtanding ll war- 
nings, menaces, correions and ſevere puniſhment : they are 
not bettered, they yeild neither to words, not blowes, but hokd 
on their (infull cowfe, continue obſtinate, although grievouſly 
afilited and opprefled , and that their pride doth reftific to ther 


face, they are evidently conymeed of it, In this pride they did 
N;ghe and ccntemne all warnings, which is an argument of in- 
tolerable pride indeed, They were admoniſhed , reptoved and 
warned, yet did not regard it. I wiſh it were not truce of us, 
who have bin for many yeeres together admoniſhed, & warned : 
tor as /eremiah ſpeaks of the people of his time. 7 he Lord hath ſent 
unto you all his Servants the Pyo phers,vifing early, and ſending them ; 
but ye have not hearhned,nor 5:clined your eare to heare.The he ſhew'« 
eth what th:ir meſſage was; They aid, twrae you againe now every 
one from Lis evill way, and from the evill of your doings, and thweli 
inthe land that the Lord hath given amto you , and to your fathers ſoy 
ever andever, &c, Then he ſheweth what nfe they made of thiy 
admonition, and meſſige, and that is in the ſeventh Verfe, Tee. 
Je have not hearkened unto me ſaith the Lord, that ye might provoke 
me to anger , with the werke of your hands, unto your owne burr, 
But of this more inthe next pcinr, 

Thus much of the ſecond D-@trine, I procced now uhto the 
third and laſt, which is this, 

Ifracl ſmitten for his ſinnes, and not returning and ſeeking the 
Lord of Hoſts, moveth God to continne bis anger, and to ftyerch forth 
bis ſmiting hand flit, 

This DoQtrineI chicfly intended, as that which may bz fatx 
ble unto the time,and aſefv!l to us all ; the worlt is, 1 feare I hall 
not have time to ſpeake ſo fully unto it, I ſhall therefore dor as 
a traveller that is likely to be belated, paſſe overt ſach things as- 
are not of neceſſity, and poſt over the next way uato what I 
principally intend, ” 

The DoArige may be proponnded in thefi as well as the fore 
mer, or we may propoſe it in byporhefi, it will br ufefiill cither 
way : if you pleaſe you may rake it thay :

ercuad of the comtinzance of anger and ſmiting , namzly that 
they C02 120t rurac to 11m that {miteth,nor ſceke,&c. fo that this 
rcalen 1:3 1ts relation doth hold torth the DoAtrine, that When Gol 
#1 4an77 With { rar! or any people in Co vena, and [much them with 
the /word of an enemie for thr jinne, if they retwrne not, neither ſee 
ite Lord of Helts, le Will contrnne hus anger and ſtretch forth his de. 
[ronng Land jul, 

ad tor ths ſapc2,only in generall,for I hive not time to ſpeak 
of tlic terms in particular ; when the Lord brings the ſword up» 
013 2 people to caute them to repent and returne unto him, they 
continuing impenitent and ovſtinate, not repenting of their 
bane and yeelding unto him, the Lord will not ceaſe to be angry, 
he will not be appcaſed, nor ccaſc to prnith, bat will goe on,and 
multiply and make his (trokes more and heavier then they were 
betore, for fo unuch is implycd, when he ſaith, His hand i: ftretch- 
e4 forth ſtill» Parata ad pravicres pens infligendss. His hand is 
ready toinfii4 mere heavic and grievous puniſhments, 

Now although I might ſpare {ut ther proofe of the DoAtrine, 
I (hall point you to a place or two, and haſt untothe Uſe. That 
obſtinacic under punithment and ſiniting doth cauſe anger to 
continue, yea, and puniſhment to increaſe is manifeſt by that, 
Letit.26.17,18. And 1 Will ſet my face againſt you, and ye ſtall be 
aine before your enearies :they that hate you, ſhall reigne over you,&C, 
then ver.15, And if ye Will not yet for all this hearkgn unto me, then 
Will [ prmi/Þ you ſeem times more jor your ſinner, Where yeu ice 
{ch as arc {mittcn and doe not become obedient, ſhall feele the 
band of God ſeven times heavicr then it was before, In the Pro» 
phecy of «Amos Chapt.4.throughout the latter part of the Chap- 
ecr from ver.6, you have a clcare proofe of this point, eſpecially 
ver.12, where (as ſome underſtand that place.) T berefore rhus Will 
T de wnto thee, O Iſrael, that is, I ſhall bring the puniſbments be» 
fore mentioned, and more hceavie and gricvous, _ ruine and 

on; 
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deſtruion ; becauſe they had beenpuniſhed with I:fcr puniſh» 
ments, and would not turne unto the Lord, therefore this 
would he doe, 

But I paſſe from the proof, and come briefly to note therea- 
ſons of the DoArine,why anger and ſmiting ſhould be continued 
and increaſed : firſt,it is till continued, becauſe the cauſc and dit- 
eaſe doth (till continue ; there is the ſame reaſon of the continu» 
ance of Phylicke, and meancs to cure the body, as there was of 
entering ſuch a courſe, it the diſcaſe doe ſtill continue ; and the 
ſame reaſon cf continuing corrofives to a ſore, as to apply them 
at firſt, if proud or dead flzth do (till continue; the ſame reaſon of 
correQing a {:cond time as there was of a former correRiongit an 
off:nde; continue to offend, and this is true whether the ſtrokes 
are for pumiſlment or correRion. 

Secondly, thcir finne is now more ſinfull, and therefore defcr- 
veth more anger,and callcth for greater puniſhment, For fiſt, 
they improve not the meancs uſed for their go02d, but abuſe the 
meancs,and take the Name of God in vaine. 

Secondly,they adde contumacy to their finne, and ſhew them- 
ſelves ro be obſtinate, ſo as their ſinne is another ſia in the nature 
of it, althongh theſame in the matter; for now they refule to re- 
ceive corretionand make their faces harder then a rocks, ani refuſs 
to retwrne, as was before noted out of the Prophet. 

Thirdly, they ſhew their love unto their fine, and delight in 
it to be greater: for in cvill workes proceeding from the ſame 
habit, the latter are worſe then the former, this iteration doth 
argue delight in otending, which therefore doth deſcrve greatcr 
puniſhmzar. 

Fourthly,this continuance in finne under ſmiting is a figne of 
obſtinate malice and wickedneſl:, for fuch men being thus puni- 
ſhed and doc not repent, doc aperium bellum cum Deo agre, wage 
open warre with God, 

Thirdly,I might adde another reaſon,drawne from the end of 
ſniting, which 1s various according to the condition of the 
ſon ſmitten, if ihe man be wicked,and a vefl:11 of wrath,the Lord 
doth ſmite to glorihe his juſtice,in taking vengeance of his ſinne, 
and ſo he proportioneth puniſhment unto the nature of the finne, 
as P/al.58.10,11.God will overcome when he judgeth, Rom, 3.4. It 
he be a ve(ſ:llof mercy, and one that the Lord loveth, he will 
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' (mite bum till he make him ſmart, if he doe not attend his pleas 


(are, and turne from finne with leſker Rrokee, the Lord is forced 
to make them greater, till he bring downe their proud heart, and 
make them to yeeld, 23 7/4. 107,11,1 32, they doc rebell againſt 
the words of the Lord and contemne the counſels of the moſt 
High, theretore he bringeth downe their heart with labour, 
hev £1} downe and there is none to hcelpe. The Lord will 
breake the pride of their power, as he threatveth Levie,26.19, if 
the j:1dgement (hould be removed while the finne 1s not letr, it 
were jadzement and wrath, not mercy and grace; and ſo much 
tr the reaſons and ticting the Dofrine for Liz, I comes now to 
the Appl carron, 

This Dotrine thin clcared', the Uſes might be many, and 
wou!! r:quire much more time then we have for their full pro- 
{ ention ; bait we thall contract our ſelves and apply the point, 
fuft, for I:1itruction; fecondly,for Convition ; thirdly, for Hu» 
miliation; and tinally,for Exhortation and DircRion. | 

And firlt for Inftragion and Information : this Doftrine will 
ſerve to informe us what the true and maine cauſc is that our 
hopes are delayed, our expeRations not anſwered , endeavours 
d111ppointed, deſignes defeated, and proecedings which might 
haſten our peace and happy weale-publike fo mnch retarded;y cu 
may find many 1oferiour and tefi-r cautes, and give divers poli- 
ricke reaſons ; but the great and chicfe cauſe is io truth, that in 
the text,the obitinacic and impen'tency of the Nation; this, | {ay, 
this is the cauſe why our expectations are not anſwered, why 
cur hopes are blaſted, our long deficed peace is deferred, and the 
Uniting hand of God ſtretched our ſt+11, his anger continned and 
ao* turned away, T he people trrne not unto him that [miteth them, 
«either doc they ſeeke the Lerd of Hoits. Here it ltickes, and this is 
the obſiruAion, the true cauſe of al our miſery, the very reaſon 
why wwe obtainenvt our long expeted mercies ; we hoped for 
an hapr y peace, the paths whereof dron tatn- -, and that crow- 
neth the yeace with her coodnflc ; we promiſed our ſelves that 
the day would have corne betore this time, in which we might 
have feen that v:rthed in the Plalme, ©Mercy and Truth are met 
together, Rightrou\n:(le and Peace bave ki ed carh other: Although 
it mult be co. * ({:d that theſe expeAations did bottome themes 
(;lyes upon Frerogative rather then upon an ordinary way eo 
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God his proceeding with a finfull and anthankfull people, and 
yet our Watchmen and Scers: thought yerily they heard that 
voyce of Chriſt ſ3unding io their cares, of which the Church 
makes report in thete words, Ay br/oved take and [aid nnco me, 
Ri/e up my love,my faire oweand come away. For ls the Winter u paſt,

But fince that we were put into fuch hopes, we have had many 
tcares, great and fore troubles have been brought upon the land, 
and it may complaine as the Church, 7 how bait fare broken 1s » 
the place of dragons, and covered ui With the ſhadow of deab,and 1hill 
may we complaine of tb-difappointment oteur hopes,as they in 
the Prophet, looked for prace, but bebold no good came : and for 
4 tire of health,but behold trouble, And as it tolloweth, The bar- 
veſt 34 paſt, che ſummer 11 ended, and ve are not ſaved: no although 
we have falted, and prayed far peace, and-carnclily beſcught the 
God of peace to grant it, and that our dittraFrons might be 
compoſed, that our breaches might be made u>, our ruines repat- 
red, Religion (<tled, thatthe Lord would be reconciled to the 
Nation,and Prince and people one unts another, and doe conti* 
nue to hold upour hands and lift up our hearts to the throne of 
Grace, for theic things ſummer atter ſummer, gnd-yeare after 
yeare,thele our futes have not been (as the prayers of Gods people 
commonly are) as the bow of [onarhan which turned not backe, 
and the ſu ord .of Saw/ that returned not empry, We have not 
ſcentheic our prayers returne as the Dove did into the Arke with 
an Ohve branch of a gracious anfwer in theſe things, 1 grant 
(which to deny or not to acknowledge unto the glory of God, 
were fnfull mgratitude, ) they have had inany gracious anſvers 
and grants ot fuch-things as we could not have been without,to 
have preſcrv.d us rom defolation andruine, But in the things 
before named they have not yet been anſwered, It hath been 
with us in what we have obtained, as with 1ſracl in the wilder- 
neffe, in the blackeſt night we have had a pillar of fire, and in the 
brighteſt day a pillar of a cloud : Picty and proſperity, and Reli- 
gion, and Pcace are not yet met to make us happy ; now why is 
1t thus ? and what is the reaſon? where is the obſtruRion? is nor 
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God as able as ever? his hand as long as ever? ſurely it is, but

'1 8 {aming,they did not tuene, this was an heavy charge and no eafic 
| ad ordinary chiding ot Lfracl, when it was ſaid of them, a=

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* they were ſoobſtinate as words, rods, nor ſwords would worke 
upon them ; for what can be ſpoken or thought more grievous , 
it is a great oftence and finne if men obcy not fo ſoone as they 
heare a duty propounded, but more grievous if reproofes and chi- 
dings will not aft=& them, but graviſſimuns adver/u« plagas ipſas 
dureſcere, vel potins calcityare , molt grievous to waxe harder 
when they are ſmitten, or rather as it were to ſpurne againſt 
them,and by that means further to incenſe the anger,and increafe 
the indignation of the Judge, as Calvin obſerreth on the Text, 
now the continuance of the anger of God and ſtretching forth 
his hand ſtill, did cvince the obltinacy and impenitency of Iſra- 
el there, and doth in ike manner prove any other people in Co-

our heavenly Father hath no paſſion to tranſport him,nor doth he

which had written upon the one wing 1n black letters ira, and 
1pon the other Des : how truly he reports that, I ſtand not to 
avouch ; tut theſe judgements have ira Des, wrath.and wrath of 
(God, as it were written upon their wings, and fach wrath as 
will depopulate and ruine the land, if the wrath be not appeaſed 
ard theſe judgements removed ; for theſe diviſions are fatall ro 
this Hand, and will be its inf.llible ruine. England being as a 

eat and ſtrung body that will not dyc,unleſle it kill ir ſelfe ; our 
Ford limfc!tc hath faid, A Kingdome divided againſt it ſelfe cann'8 
Rind: and as the land was darkned when Zpiram was againſt

Thirdly, but (for further conviction, and neerer Application

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altncugh there were ( no doubt) among them that did , unto 
whom (25 the moſt Expolitors thinke) the former cordials were 
ſcent, howlſoever this is not enough to take off this charge; for un- 
der ſuch ſanting as is now upon us hypocritical Tracl might 
ſeck untothe Lord for helpe,2s P/al.p8.34. where it is ſaid cf 
them, That When he ſlew them,:/.en they ſonght Lim: aud they retwr- 
ed, andenquired early after G o4 And they remembred that God Was 
their rock: and the high Ged their Redeemer. Newer thel: (7 they 
did flatter bim ith therr month : and they lied unto him With thei 
tenpues, For their heart Was not right W:ch him : neither Were they 
ftedfatt inkis Covenants. There is much deceit in fuch conſtrate 
ned turning and ſeeking God. The faithfull Miniſters of God, 
who have occaſion to viſfit many on their {ick beds, and when the 
and of God is heavie upon them, find by fad cxperi-nec how 
men will at ſuch times flatter with their lips, when their heart is 
not right ; they will ſigh, groane, and ſometime weep abun» 
dantly in the conteſlion of their (ins, and promiſe amendment, if 
God will pleaſe toſpare them ; but hardly one of ten ( I had al- 
moſt ſaid of twenty, it may be, an kundreth) that remaineth 
cdfaſt in thoſe reſolutions, 1t they doe recover 3: For this ture 
ning and ſeeking God was not tree, but rather forced by the 
whip and ſmart ; and as Ctry/.o:fcrved long ſince, 5 wi med ent 
$134 GO ved os 54 471125441) 2 715 212 [ins 2 TANRY G'S ET ANN 1 WENT. 
He that is made good by conſtraint,by neceſlity,he is never good; 
(as you ſhall ſer) for bring looſed from that conſtrainthe doth re+ 
turne againe unto his own gEiſpoſition: and the reaſon is mani» 
{:{t,his sti=Rion is not changed, only his aRion cenſtraincdly in- 

ermitted. But the bulk and body of the people of this land come 
firre ſhort of this,and ſceme rather tv come home to 1ſracl, who 
did not fo much as ſccke the Lord of Hoſts,&c. they obſerve not 
theſe daycs of Humiliation unto this end : at leaſt, this is certain, 
they turne not to him that {miteth them; and the better to 
clearc this, I pray note the manner of ſpeaking here, it is faid they

13.men may bring 
ſh1dowes of turning, ceremonies of repentance : and thinke 
with them to flatter away the rod from their backs; and conti- 
rue till as finfullas ever. Men may, and oft times doe turnc, 
yet not to him that [miteth them, As for inſtance, 

Firſt, Someturne, but do not returne (as Angſt hath noted) 
3 man is {aid to be turned, who grieveth for the offence, or crime; 


* but he is returned, who doth bewaile the vanity of his mind, he 


is turned from fin, who will part with it, he 1s returned, who 
1s wholly and altogether turned : who doth not only, wet fcare 
puniſhment, but doth diligently make halt to obſerye the good- 
neſſe of God, Men may feeme toturne from all their fhanes, 
and yet not turne {o farre as unto the Lord. 

Secordly, Some turne not unto the Lord, nor yet from all 
their ſinnes, they ſtill keepe ſome Delilah, as Herod;zthey may as 
Sawl(lay the leane and keepe the fatt, at lealt, keepe Agag alive, 
forme ſpecill ſinne, Now theſe turne not to kim that ſmateth, for 
Converſion muſt be from all finne, 

Thirdly, Some come {ſhort of both the former; for they turne 
mot to him that ſmiteth, although it cannot be denied but that 
fuch an one doth turne, yet it is cither from God, tofinne : or 
trom one ſinne unto another, And theſe in their practiſe contra- 
di& what duty calleth for inreturning, and truly, (as hath bin 
obſerved) wee have many examples of ſuch turnings, our times 
arc turning times, hardly any ia which there hath bin more tur- 
ning then now, for men 3rc like weathercocks, turning about 
with every winde of Doctrine : ſome turne Papiſts,fome Armi- 
nians,ſome turne Socinians, ſome Anabaptiſts, ſome Antinomi- 
ans, ſome looſe Libertines, ſome Epicures, fome Malignants, 
vnd ſome as the dog to his vomit, and fow tothe wallowing 
in the mire» Some who ſeemed to have left Egypr and forſaken 
B abilon (as many did with 1/rae!) and to have led the way in a 
glorious profeſſion, yet have looked back , and with Demas 
imbraccd this preſent world, 

Fourthly, You may go farther and find mn yet worſe, and 
farther off from turning, for there is a generation &f men that in 
praftiſc and open profeſſion, in converſation and reſolution that 
ucither ay nor doc, retwac 1 to God, but reſolve as they

Ter. 44.15, 16, they will not doe what the Lord calleth for, bu 
whatſoever thing geeth ont of their ewne manth, ec, they in the 
very height of rebellion take up armes of hoſtile oppoſition 
avainſt that unto which this ſmiting doth ammon them, and 
how fearcfull the condition of ſuch incorrigible rebels,is, you 
may hcare trom many Scriptures, fach as Prov. 29. 1. 1 Saw, 
2.25, 
Fifthly and finally, there is yet an bigher degree of averſion 
from this duty in another ranke of men, who are fo farre from 
re-ncning th:mſclves, as they labour by all meancs of evilt coun- 
(-'], corrupt example and encouragement, toabbet others in their 
finfall courſe, and to with-hold ſuch as they perceive to be bent 
or inclinable toreturne; men fo vile 13 they make it their worke 
to draw as many as they may from this duty : there are and not 
a few ſuch maſters, parents, neighbours, kindred, acquaintance, 
and pretended friends among us, [ would there were none, or bur 
a very few ſuch of our owne tribe, Miniſters guilty of an offence, 
ſo heinous in any, and moſt odious in them ; unto fuch I ſhould 
commend the conſideration of that of the Prophet [eremiah, I 
have ſeen alſo in the Prophets of Ierw/alem an horrible thing, they 
commit adultery, and Walke in lyes: they fhreng then alſo the 
evil doers, that nowe doth returne from bis Wickedneſſs,&c, 1t you 
ſhall conſider how many there arc that will be found faulty,and 
uilty in the premiſſes, it will be more then maniteſt,that what- 
ever may be done by a ſmall remnant, the body of our people 
turne not unto him that Uniteth them, nor dos they ecks the 
Lord of Hoſts. 

And fo much for the Uſe of Information, and Convition ; in 
which I have been the mere large, to make way unto the prafti» 
call Uſes of this DoQtrine. 

The third Uſe of the Point is Humiliation, unto which we 
ſhall adde another of Exhortation,and fo conclude. This DoArine 
conſidered with the former U fes may be juſt ground of Humilia- 
tion and mourning, a duty ſatable to the day and agreeable to the 
times in which we live, The day is a day of mourning and fx 
ting, the rimes we are caſt upon are fintull, fad, and forrowfull 
times , fuch as may make ns mourne with a great and very fore 
lamentation; and with the Prophet, to cat aſhes like bread, and 
mingle our drinke with weeping : yea, trares may be our meat 
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day and night, for Joy ſcemeth to becleane withered from the 
ſonnes of men : if the Canſes we have to mourne were well ob- 
ſcrved and conſidered, they might make us bluſh and bleed, cao- 
ſing, if it were poſlible, rivers of tearcs to trickle downe our 
eycs, The Cauſcs are many, I (hall preſent you with ſome few, 
yet ſuch as if we have either the grace of Chriſtians, or the 
nature of men, will move us to mourning : who can thinke up- 
on the deſolation of Germany, without lamentation ? or if we 
could not ſee ſo farre, caſt an eye upon Ireland necrer hand, and 
{ce it wallowing in its own bloud,and bleeding it ſelfe to death, 
unlefle helpe come from Heaven to prevent it, What child can 
ſec his father ſmiting and breaking the bones of his brethren,and 
not weep? But if the deſolations cf Germany and miſerics of 
Jreland will not af us, let us at the leaſt behold our own c#» 
lamity with tcares, England is ſmitten with ſuch a ſtroke as may 
move all to; mourne over her that beare any true love unto 
her , (he is under one of God his ſore judgements mentioned 
Exth,1 4.21. yea, the very ſorcit of thoſe fore judgements , the 
{word in the hand of men,an heavicr judgement then in the hand 
of a deſtroying angel z and as warre is worſe then pon {o 
civill warre the worſt warre of all other, in which with cvery 
{troke the Kingdome doth hurt and endeavour to deftroy it ſelfe, 
which is a{ad ſpeRacle for (trangers to behold; if any of us at 3 
time (ce # poore man in an Epilepſic or fit of the falling (i 

lyc beating himelfe againſt the ground, —_ his owne tongue, 
and beſtowing all his ſtrength to raiſe himſclte up, that he might 
with greater violence caſt himſcife downe againe, to the woun- 
ding and breaking of himſclfe beating the breath out of his body, 
as it may fall out : Such a man may not onely bruiſe his fleſh, or 
breake his bones, but deſtroy hiamfſelfe: could wein this caſe doe 
1.fle then lament this mans condition, altbough a mecr ſtranger ? 
or if we ſhould ſee any man ſo bercaved of ſence, or deſperately 
bent by delyrancy,or any other cauſe,as he ſhould wound, ſtabbe, 
and by all mcancs endeavour to deſtroy himſcife,one hand wour= 


ding the other,or both of them ſtabbing him in his own bowels, . 


and at laſt (if not hindered) in the head,or very heart : who un- 

leſe without all bowels, but mult needs be atfeRed much with 

the condition of ſach a man ; our Kingdome is at this time in 

the condition of a man in an US and doth beate, —_ 
3 
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and by all the ſtreagth it hath endeavour toundoe and _ 
it ſ:1f2 ; it is ſo delyrant by the juſt judgement of God,as it dot 
udic its owne ruine, one hand wounding the other, and both: 
{tabbing it in the bowels,and at the very heart, unlefſz the Lord 
( N graciouſly prevent it. Now if there be cauſe of forrow to 
ice one man, and a (tranger in ſuch a condition: with what 
mourning ſhould we looke on ſuch a flouriſhing Kingdome in 
{:cha condition? who can thinke of ſo many men Jooling their 
li-es, 2n4 not knowing what becommeth of their inmortall 
ſoulcs ( miny of them as it 15 to be feared being unfit to dye } 
but mult needes mourne ? Yet this is not all the cauſe of Humie 
lixtion and mourning, if we lookeup bigher from earth to Heas 
ven, from men to God, we ſhall ſee further and greater cauſe of 
1 mournin?, and that is, that Heaven lowreth upon us, and the 
| God of Heaven is angry with us, b/s anger i mot eurned away, bua 
tis hand is ſtretched out ſtill : yea, by looking into the cauſe of this 
£4.kot 4, continued anger ina Gad ſo full of pittie, which is the grievous 

9 nnes of the land, it bath} grievouſly ſinned , otherwiſe he that 

s hath ſo abounded in goodn« fie towards it, had never 1ent fo fore 

$ a pun!{hment upon it. God hath ſhewed his love towards Zxx.

[4 Neither are theſe all the cauſes we have of Humiliation and 
mourning ; there is this alſo, That after our provocation of God, 
and under his diſpleaſure and theſe defiroying firokes, the people 
turne not to him that ſmiteth, &c, that which the Prophet here 
complaineth of, although the Lord have thus-ſaitten us, and 
doth continue to declare himlelfe greatly diſpleaſed with us; yet 
we continue inſinne; and provoke him. to provide heavier ſtrokes 
for us : the day of- batteTl and time of atthRion is the fornace 

- that ſh2werhy what mettall we are, wh-ther gold or drofſe, and 
being drofl} we may tare to be utterly forſaken, /er.6.

"N | | Humiliation 
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Humiliation, for that the Humiliations of the Kingdome are ſo 
flight and chalow in the very dayes deſtinated to humiliation 
and mourning ; when we faſt,it is rarely ſeen: or heard that we 
cither weep?, or ſigh, if we mournc,it is with dry eyes, and it is 
to be feared with hard hearts, and herein our times ſeeme more 
hard then any. Iſrael and this people of the Jewes had many 
grievous ſinnes (3s you have heard) in which we are as bad as 
they ; but in this we ſecme to be much worſe, if you looke 
throughout the Scripture,and in all ages of that Church, you ſhall 
perceive them tobe of a ſofter temperzwhen the Lord ſent an an- 
gcl to tell them that he would not drive out the inhabitants out 
of the land, /udges 2.4. the people hearing this lift wp their woyce 
and wept: when the Miniſters of God told our people ſome yearcs 
paſt ot this Judgement we now ſuffer, ſome of our people hare 
been ready to laugh, and very many of them heard 1t as a fable, 
or that which needed not be feared, or at all regarded, They 
when they hcard of Judgement comming on the land , or 
being in darger covid mourne, as 2 Saw .14, 23. David 
and his men being in danger, the ſtory faith that all the coun- 
try wept with a loud voyce, and Joſiah hearing what was 
threatned, namely that they ſhould become a deſolation,&c. his 
heart was tender,8& he humbled himſ:Ifbctore the Lord & wept, 
2 Kin,22.,19.We,when we ſee theſe judgements that make way 
for deſolation on others,and our ſelves, yet we ſhed no teares, 
When the plague broke in upon the Congregation, Num, 25.6, 
It is aid the people were weeping, but now both peſtilence and 
ſword are on the land, and rage in all quarters of it, yet where 
be the teares of the Congregation, E fax could weepe for the lofie 
of the birth-right, but in our times men mourne vot for the lofſ: 
of birtt-right,or bleſſing, no not for the provocation of wrath 
and judgement; yea,ſuch among us as can take on for ſome out- 
ward loſſe or hurt, and weepe at the unkindneſicof a friend, yet ; 
ſhedde no teares inall theſe miſeries. That exhortation of Saint 9345 49+ 
James is very ſeaſonable, Be afflifted, and mourne and Weep, let your 
laughter be turned to mourning, and your joy to keavineſſe : in the 
fitth Chapt. of that Epiſtle, he exhorts rich men to weepe and 
howle for the miſcries that ſlall come upon them; miſeries are Ghp 5. 
come upon us,and we are come to humble our ſelves and mourne 
bcforc the Lord for them, and our ſfinnesthe cauſes of theſe cala« 
F 3 mities 
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mities. It is reported of the Jewes, not on their dayes of 
mourning, but of greateſt rejoycing, in their marriage feaſts, 
that they breakea glaſſe with wine in remembrance of /er»/a/em, 
and ſay, when they throw it downe, thus was /er»/alem brok 
and then what they ſpill in wine they fill with teares ; it they ig 
the times of their teaſting weep in remembrance ct Teru/alew 
dc{troy cd fo lang before, what ſhould we doe, in thedayes of 
our ſol:mne faſts for £»glaxd now a breaking ? and ready to be 
ruined with {auiting ? ctpccially ſ:cing we ſtand here before the 
Lord to mourn fur cur ſins, and the (ins of the land, which are 
the cauſ: of theſe our ſtripes? and truly if they when they heard 
that God would not drive out the johabitants of the land, but 
leave them as thornes in their lides, did lift up thew voice and 
wept, ſoasthe place was thought worthy to be named Bockins 
weepers : now that God is about to dcltroy and drive out the 
inhabitants of che land, ſhould not weſvu weepe, as the place of 
our tcares may be made a Bochim? ſure I am, wee may weeps 
much,cry long and loud before the cry of our prayers ſhould out» 
cry our crying finnes, Andas this duty bclongeth to us all in 
generall, ſoc{pecially unto ſuch as arc over the reſt, whether of 
[nudah, or Lews, the Rulers and tcachers cf the people, who at 
ſuch times as theſc arc, ought to be chicte in this duty, and are 
to mourne, not only for their owae {mncs, but (as it were) to 
beare the iniquity of the kingdome, which no doubt would be 
very acceptable inthem, and in time give them occaſion with 
T avid to lay, thanke the 6 Lord that thow haſt heard the voice of my 
weeping, And for the Minilters above all others, uy Gs 
how hardly the people are brought cithcr to turne trom, or 
mourne for theic inns, after theſe warnings and ſmitings, have 
reaſon to rceloive with Feremiah, If ye will not heare it, my ſaxle 
faall weepe in [ccrer places for your pride, ere, Could they with the 
fame Proj bt weep day and night for the fin & ſlain of his 
(and 2s the Prophet Ezekzel 13 commanded to figh bitterly, and 
unto the breaking of his !oynes) it could not be altogether with» 
out cauſe,conſidering the ſinfull, and fad and miſerable condition 
of the kingdomes, and yet alas the people are as tarre from mour- 
ning 4s they ave from returning to hins that [mote them, It is true 
of many amorg us which Elibw obſerveth, if they obey not they 
ſeul! periſh by the ſword, and they ball dye withous knowledge, - 
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the Hypocrites in heart heape 2p wrath , not when he hin. 
deth x an Such as doe ſometimes make rd bew being (till 
inwardly impare and corrupt, donot hamble themſelves under 
the cerreRiing hand of God nor repenting of their ſinne, do in- 
creaſe and incenſe the wrath of God more againſt them, ofatre 
are they from being bettered by affliction, as by their obſtinacy 
they do yet more provoke the anger of God againſt them, They 
cry not to God ſo as they might obtaine pardon, grace and help, 
but content themſelves with ſome ities and outward 


ſhewes, Anſtin maketh mention of a ſort of fooliſh women, which 


did uſe to dreffe themſelves fine , and went to the Caprrol and 
fate there all day long, and thought Inpiter was in love with 
them ; (there are many among us that I feare) come hardly fo 
farre as unto the dreſſ: and out ward formality of this duty, in the 
daycs of our humiliation, and yet thinke God is well pleaſed 
_ their ſervice, who yet keepe themſelves cloſe unto their 
1Incs, 

In the laſt place, if the anger of the Lord be not turned away ©, 
becauſe the prople trrne not to him that ſmureth them ; It will ſerve 
for Exhortation and Dire&tion, let this move us (as ever we de- 
firethe wrath of an angry God ſhould be appeaſcd, the bloody 
ſtrc akes of the deſtroying ſword (ſhould be ſtayed, and the dead- 
ly wounds of a bleeding Kingdom? ſhould be cured,) to twrne 19 
bim that /muiteth ns, and /+t our ſelves to ſeeks the Lord of Hoſter, 
This is the reſult of all, and the principall uſe of Text and Do- 
Arine; impenitency under wrath and fmiting cauſeth their 
continuance, that they may ſeaſe, let us ceaſe to finne and to goe 
en in finne; the Phiſition that he may recover his patient of a 
dangerous diſtemper, doth firſt find out and then indeavour to 
remove the cauſe, which is the dire& way (according to the 
rule of his art) untothe recovery of his patient. Our ſtate is in 
a ficke and dangerous, and deadly diftemper, and this DoRrine 
ſheweth the caufes; all that wiſh well unto it, that d:fire to doe 
any thing for the recovery of it, muſt ſhew rthemfelves Phifiti= 
ons of as, by removing the cauſes, and ſo procurmng the health 
and happinefſe of it, You underſtand why the anger of God is 
not turned away, why his hand i: ſtretched omtſtill. Oh therctore 
that we wight all remove the cauſe, tothe utmoſt oFonr ability,, 


that if it be poſlible, the cfke& may ceaſe. This is the way, = 
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TG God tame doth preferite in many places, I will name by 


one, and it is thatin the Prophet Zechariah ; The Lord bath bin 
ſore diſpleaſed with your fathers, T berefore ſay unto them, thus ſaith 
the Lord of Hoſtes, turne ye unto me [oth the Lord of Hoſtes, «Ana 
[ will tur ne unto you, /aith the Lord of Hoſies, Be ye not a5 your fa. 
thoys, wnto whame the former Prophets cryed ſaying ; thus ſavih, the 
Lord of Hoſter, turne ye now [rom your evill wayes, and from your 
evill deings : but thry did not bears, nor hearkgn unto me ſaith the 
Lord, | 

Nouw becauſe this is a duty of great importance, and that 
wherein the aimes of all that are well att:&cd to church & ſtats, 
mult meete, and that whergqunto their indeavours (ould tend, 
] ſhall propoſe a few confiderations to prefie this Uſe, gen:rally 
upon all, and then more particularly recommend it unto ſome 
whom it doth more ſpecially concerne. 1 haveno! tiuneto mm» 
large my ſelfc, and to urge both the branches of the Uſe, the 
chicfe 15 turning ro bim that /miteth, the other is included init, 

There area multitude of motives which might be brought to 
preſſethe duty upon our people, and to move our nation and us 
all ro turne, 1 name onely theſe, 

Firſt the authority and power of him, unto whom you are ex- 
horted to turne, orof him by whom you arc ſummoned, aud 
that 1s the Lord of Hoſtes you are called upon to repent and con- 
v:rt, not by man, but by God : not ſfucha God as you can either 
ſhun or reſilt ; for he 5 the Lord of Hoſtes,(tiled the Lord of Hoſtes 
inthe Text, and in that place of Zachariah, which was mentio» 
ned before, he 1s thrice in one verlz, called the Lord of Heiter: 
which fearetull title might ſtrike terrour into ſuch 2s ſhceuld be 
found guilty of difobcdicnce in this duty, aad ſtill refuſe to 
returne. | 

Secondly, There is a great dealc of equity in this duty, for by 
ſinne we have turned from him, which is the cauſe of his anger, 
and all our miſcry, it is therefore molt cquall that we returng 
unto him, as our Prophet doth urge this ; in thee words, 
turnce ye unto him from whon the children cf 1ſrael have deep» 
ly revolted, and the equity of this duty, and the iniquity 
them that yeeld not unto it, is ct forthty th. Lord hin felte'in 


Jcr, 8. 4. ,- Whariny Moreover, then ſhalt ſay unto them, thus ſaith the Lord, 
{ they fall, and not ariſe ? ſhall be thrue away, and not retnrre ? 


intimating 
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intimating how unreaſonable and inequitable it is for men to 
fall by (ione,, and when they have ſo- done to refuleto riſe aud 
returne by repentance againe -unto him from whom they tell. 

Thirdly, Another motive is drawne from the terminus 4 790, 
+ ad ma from what and unto whom we are to turne, which 
will further open andurge the former motive, This converiion 
isina word, from darkeneſſe to gh, from ſinne to grace, from + 
vil to good, from ſathan unto God. It is trom the way of (inne, 
which is evil!, unto the way of righteouſneſſe, which is good, 
from that path which is foule to that which is cleane,trom a 
courſe which is tull of frare, and danger, and lofle unto that 
which is comfortable, ſite, and exceeding advantagicus to all 
that walkcinit, as you may ſee Pre. 4, 1t, 18. and Cap. 2. 
17,22.andli.q, Pſal.117.1, 

So that as Bern. hath it; Dico omnes Denmignorare 1#1 nolun: 
ad ewns converti, I ay allſuch arc ignorant of God, that will 
not turne unto him; they do not know him to be that chicfe 

ood by whom they may be made happy, and therefore they 
oc turne ahde unto vaine things, that cannot profit. 

Fourthly, An other Motive may bethe hope we have of tur- 
ning away the ftroakes fromthe Land, and of anger from our 
ſelves, and that God willbe reconciled untous; and we tur- 
ning to him by repentance, he will turne tous 11 mercy, pardon 
and grace, that which you have {:t forth in many places, and 
that b:fore quoict Zechs 1.3. Tarneye wito me, aichthe Lord 
of Hoſtes,and 1 will turre unto you ſaith the Lord of Hoſtes, This is 
ure, that th: foule winch dethtruly turne, (hall hod God re- 
conciledto him Never did any make uſe of this counſell and 

eriſh, and the Lord will rep:nt him of the evill, If wen wi 
mays and turue, every man from his evill way, ler, 26+ 3. Jonah 
3, «7, 

Fifthly, For our farther incouragement, the experience we 
have had of the mercy of God well conſidered, might bea very 
ſtrong Motive to this duty. For 4s it was ſaid of Iſrael, rhat 
they were a people neere wnto him ; ſo may it be ſaid of us, that we 
have bin a people neere unto him, and he hath ſhewed himſclfe 
nigh tous in all chat we call upon him for, Dex, 4.7. 

Sixthly, In the laſt place there is a Motive drawne from the 
necellity of our repentance, and converſion unto God, This 
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nued, bis hand is ſtill ſtretched forth ; yea, the Lord will ſtrike yet 
h-avier {troakes, and as it $olloweth in the next verſe aato rhe 
Text ; T herefare the Lord will cat off from [/racl, hrad and tale, 
branch ani ruſh, un one day, Secing they will not returne, he 
will ſaddenly deltroy them, the mighty and the meane, the 
honourabule and the baſe, ruins and deſtraRtion ſhall ſafe npon 
them, if the people turne not; the anger of God ſhalt not turne 
1w3y , no his wrath will be tu: ther increaſed , his ftroakes will 
2: heavier then they have bin; and that black and bloody cloud 
which hangeth over our heads, will breake and fall upon us, if 
we remaine impenitent, In vaine ſhall we promiſe our ſelves 
1-e:ce, and looke for mercy, if we calt off the care of our duty, 
al*'hough we ſ-cke the Lord of Hoſtes, Faſt, Pray and thinke no- 
thing too much, that we hazard and lay out and beſtow, if we 
turne not, it will doc nothing for our ſecurity from utter ruine, 
That which is noted of { «ar, when one that was up in armes 
againſt him, yet ſent him a crowne, at the very fame time, but 
Ceſar ſent back his Crowne, with this mefſige; Let imreturne 
tirlt unto his ob:dience, and then the Crowne might be accep-» 
ted. If we uſe other meanes, any meanes to obtaine favour 
with God, and keepe our fclves {til to our finnes; and ſo con- 
tinuc in rebellion, and refuſe to doe his commands , had we 
Crownesto dedicate to his honour, all wer: but vaine, unleſſe 
we returne firſt to our obedience, Let us therefore conſider the 
authority of God; whorcquires we ſhould return uno him : the 
equity of this duty , the good that may- be expeAed inthe way 
of mercy, it theſe will not prevaile with us, yet let the conſide- 
ration of the anger of the Lord of Hoſtes : the ſword in his bard 
which us {tretched ferth to (irike with ftroakes of deach, and - 
raine, Let this make us to refolve even all cf us to return and ſerk. 
the Lord of Hoſtes, God judgeth the righteous, and is wa 
with the wicked every day. 1t heturne net he will whet 
{word : he hath bent his bow and 41aade it ready; he bath alfo 
paged for bimſc)f the Inſtruments of death,&c. as the Pſalmiſt 
athv,Pſal 7.12,13, Sothit (as eAuftin obier\ eth) nia ii no 
bunt converts in meliuva, Denm converint in pejur, in 28 much 28 . 
they will not curne b=tter, they rurne God upon that which is 
wolſc ; for Zevit, 261 18. If you will not yer for all 1his —_ z 
then 
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then Will 7 prniſh you [even times move for your ſonwes, Toconclude, 
conſider that patheticall paſſage of the Prophet, Ezek.3 3.11, As 
1 live, faith the Lord [ have ne pleaſure in the death of the Wicked, 
but that the Wicked txrne from bus Way, and live : T urn ye,turne yo, 
for Why Wit je dye, O howſe of Iſrael ? 

Now before I leave this branch of the Uſe, it will be nece(lary 
to adde afew things for dire&ionuntothis duty, to helpe them 
that are willing to put it in pratife, bat ignorant, I ſhall there- 
fore bricfly note unto you, bow we mult turns to bim that ſmi- 
tcth in theſe foure enſuing particulars, 

Fiſt, finccrcly, not formally and alone in the outward man ; 
which let it make never ſa great a ſhew, yet it commeth to no- 
thing,therefore /oel 213,13. it mult be even unto God with all 
the heart &c. 

Sccondly,cntirely, we muſt turne from (in, not ſome, but all ; 
not from (ia alone, but unio God: and truth muſt aſpire unto 
PcerteRton. 

Thirdly, we muſt turne ſpeedily ; God calling for a duty he 
lookes that we (hould ſet about it prefently; and riow that the 
deltroying {word 1s in his hand,cvery man may perccive that de- 
layes are dangerous : Archimedes drew lines fo long in the duſt 
till his City was taken, and the fouldicrs brake in upon him and 

:w him, Many that have thoughts of repentance and returning 
to God lcoſc their pretious foules by their finfull delayes. 

Fourtily, I may adde tothe former in the laſt place, turning 
ſincerely, cntircly, and ſpeedily z we may returne hopetully, not 
doubting of mercy which 1s promiſed 1n Chriſt to all that truly 
turne to God at what time ſoever it is, ſce that Dewr.4 29.30. 

And co helpe your ſelves in ſuch a purpoſe of turning, let a right 
courſc be taken; for this end every man muſt ſearch and try his 
wayes,and fo turne z whena man hath ſeen how he harh turned 
from C0d to finne, he mult the contrary way returne from ſinne 
toGod ; thus David thought on his wayes, and turned his fect 
unto Gods teſtimonies ; as we goc from God by pride, diſobe- 
dience, following after things which are ſcene, and taſting the 
forbdden'truit,&c. fo we mult turne to him weeping, obeying, 
contemning things viſible, and bridling the deſire of the fleſh, 
&c. which is torcturne the contrary way to that in rg = 
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have gone inthe courl: of fin: becauſe we departed with joy, we 
toult return with lamentation. ; 

1. And for turther helpe, attendance mutt be given upon the 
Word,which(as the Prophet David faith) doth convert the ſoul, 

2, A faithfu'l and powerfull Miniſtery, 11 which the voice of 
the Lord may be heard,doth work ſuch as have failen from God to 
a willingneſſ: again to return,as /er. 3.22. Retwrne Je backeſiidi 
cildren, and { Will heate your backeſlidings (faith the voice ct God

Here let the Rebells tike rotice, that 200 good Subjects 
almolt tyred out with hard duty in a battered Caltle, dorefule 
to give quarter to 3900 Reb-1!s (200 Jeny quarter to 3009? ) 
which hortible affront made great Krmbelion come bunſlfe 
'0 Newbury, who no ſooner entered the Towne, tut the 
Brethren there told hin That the Cavaliers tn Dennington 
Caſile though they were not above 200 men, yet would all be 
hewen to pieces before they would ſubmit to the Parliament, 
therefore deſired his Lordſhip mot to (pare a man of them. But 
(to lee the Clemency and Mercy of this good Lord) who 
tho1gh he brought with him his cheite Rtrength of Horſe, Foot, 
and Cannon, beſides what was there before of Browne: forces 
Wind/or torces, &c. would not deltroy theſe 200 poore men,

to DoRor Fleetwood in the Caltle, wherein Miſtrts Fleetwood 
wrote, That if the Caſtle did refaſe Colonel Hortons mercy, 
they were all loſt men, ard therefore deſired her buchand and the 
reſt to prepare themſelves.( & indeed {o they did toſhew them- 
{clycs gallant men) This Letter you mult know, the good Gen- 
tlewowan was forced to write to her husband, though Fogge 
had the wording of it ; and to make the Pageantry more coun- 
plea!, Coloncll Horton pretends great unwillingneſſe tolut a- 
ny ſuch Letter paſſe into the Caltle, and theretore ſends this 
Note to Fegge on purpole allo to oc communicated.
